And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps eching down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns Into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well, it was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE I/SO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can rake $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson, director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans ''to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign' is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from- local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said. 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at 
O'Hare." 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day. 


THE FACILITY, offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs, Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said. 


SEVERAL community groups and indi- 


viduals are trying to raise the money. 
necessary to keep the lounge open, ac- 
cording to Col. Gustafson. 


"I received a letter from one G.I. who 


used the lounge several times while he 
was in the service," he said. "He's get- 
ting together a group of veterans to raise 
some money — that, coming from the 
GI, tells the story." 


"This lounge really fills a need," Col. 


Gustafson added. "It does a great job — 
I'd hate to see it close."

ing, say that life in that development is 
not very pleasant, particularly after a 
heavy rain. 


Helen Slov. 1203 S. Elmhurst Rd., said 


the condominium project is knee-deep in 
water after almost every rain. "We are 
flooded with absolutely any rain what- 
soever." she said. "I mean we are 
flooded. It's up to our knees." 


Speaking as a representative of a 


homeowners' group, of approximately 
100 persons, Mrs. Slov said the water has 
caused serious damage to cars and 
makes If difficult for residents to leave 
their apartments. 


IN ADDITION. Mrs. Siov said the resi- 


dents have had problems getting the 
Glen Grove Development Corp. to take 
care of regular maintenance in the five 
completed buildings. She said the hall- 
ways are unkempt, the street lights arc 
continually burning out, and there is no 
fence around the swimming pool. 


"It looks like a slum," she said. "None 


of us here have ever quibbled. We're 
willing to pay. We just want it. done." 


A spokesman for Glen Grove, however, 


said his firm is in the process of correct- 
ing these problems. "Every one of their 
problems Is being taken care of," said Mi- 
chael Tomasino. 


ACCORDING TO Tomasino, the flood- 


ing problem will be solved when !>is firm 
installs a retention basin on a nearby 
piece of property, the Lemke farm. He 
said Glen Grove has just received the 
verbal approval from School Dist. 23 to 
run the sewer across the John Muir 
School site and should be able to start 
construction shortly. 


Tomasino said it will take about HO 


days to get the easement for the school 
site recorded, with work starting within 
do days of that time. He noted that while

Mrs. Slov said the homeowners' big- 


gest problem is trying to reach developer

She said that the 
unit-owners agreed to hire a cleaning 
firm, but that Glorioso rejected the unit- 
owners recommendation and hired a 
less-expensive firm. 


According to Tomasino, the unit-own- 


ers recommendation was rejected be- 
cause the service did not include window 
washing. He admitted that the hallways 
are unclean, but blamed this on the resi- 
dents. 


"The hallways are ruined from people 


moving in," lie said. "They have broken 
parts of the dry wall, On two occasions 
mud was taken from the ceiling." He 
also said people let their dogs run free in 
the halls, causing additional litter. 


NONETHELESS, TOMASINO said his 


firm is in the process of taking care of 
these problems. He said a maintenance 
firm has agreed to replace burned out 
light bulbs and said a fence will be in- 
stalled around the swimming pool the 
week of February 25. 


"What it is is a few unit owners have 


five per cent of the facts and they think 
they know it all," he said. "You're deal- 
ing with people, and a lot of them just 
look around and complain." 


Mrs. Slov said the Pleasant Run resi- 


dents have considered picketing the con- 
dominium model or going en masse to 
visit Glorioso about the problems. She 
said four unit owners are already plan-

Commercial, industrial requirements? 
Tough stormwater runoff law studied 


Wheeling officials are continuing to 


carefully scrutinize a proposed stormwa- 
ter-control ordinance that would require 
most new buildings in the village to pro- 
vide some water retention. 


The ordinance, prepared by consulting 


engineer Bill Lindley, is being studied by 
both the village board and the zoning 
board. 


In his presentation to the zoning board, 


Lindley explained that the proposed ordi- 
nance is designed to keep rainwater 


where it falls for a longer period of time. 
By doing this, Lindley said water will 
travel into streams and basins at a slow- 
er rate, thus reducing flooding. 


ACCORDING TO the ordinance, all 


commercial and industrial developments 
would be required to provide some water 
retention. Lindley said this can easily be 
accomplished by using parking lot and 
roof storage. 


Any residential development larger 


than three acres, would also be required 
to provide some water retention. Cur- 
rently, Metropolitan Sanitary District 
(MSD) 
regulations require retention for 


residential developments of more than 10 
acres and industrial developments of 
more than five acres. 


Lindley said the ordinance will be most 


effective for Wheeling if upstream com- 
munities can be convinced to enact the 
same restrictions. 


THE ENGINEER said a similar ordi-

Water samples taken from the apart- 


ment of Jeanette LaCaeyse, 173 Wild-

black water from,her faucets'ever since 
she first moved into her apartment in 
July. The matter came to the attention of

Stone PL, showed.'up at that meeting 
with a jar of the murky water. Village 
officials took' a sample of the water the 
next morning after checking the hydrant 
in front of the apartment building. 


August Lockefeer, head of. the village 


water department, said the tests showed 
no traces of any bacteria, despite the 
black color of the water. 
; 


Village-officials have maintained that 


the water problem is located within the 
apartment building's pipes, and does not 
stem from the village water system. The 


^ water department found that water from 


the hydrant in front of the apartment 
showed no discoloration. 


According to Mrs. LaCaeyse, the black 


color of the. water, made bathing, laun- 
dering and cooking difficult. She said she 
was forced to bathe at her son's house 
and use bottled water for cooking. 


nance enacted in Naperville has been 
quite successful. He said, however, that 
the village will probably get some oppo- 
sition from engineers who disagree with 
the stormwater management concept. 


"It's not going to be easy," he said.

The youngster died Dec. 20, from injuries sustained 
after she was allegedly struck by the bus that carried her 
home from Link School in Elk Grove Village. The driver of 
the bus, Mrs. Mildred Daniels, testified she did not see the 
Bradshaw girl after the girl got off the bus and did not see 
her cross safely to the other side of the street, said Herman, 
deputy coroner. Mrs. Daniels conceded it was her responsi- 
bility to do so, he added. Mrs. Daniels' attorney atempted to 
have the jury rule the bus was not involved because there 
was no evidence it had struck the Bradshaw girl, Herman 
said. But the argument was disallowed because a 5-year-old 
witness has told police she saw the bus strike young Robyn.

Although the district hopes 
to have the 127 acres declared surplus by the Defense Depart- 
ment, the Army Reserves now have their eye on it for a 
training center. The Navy is in the process of releasing 52 
acres to the General Services Administration, which could 
hand it over to the park district or to the Army Reserves. The 
remaining 75 acres were axed from the federal budget and 
are also being sought by both the district and the Reserves.

Shoppers, now's the time to watch for 


price swings at the supermarkets. A few 
changes in your eating and buying habits 
could save you money. 


Most milk and dairy products prices 


are on the way up this week, the result 
of increased payments to farmers. Mean- 
while the acceptance of the truckers' set- 
tlement brings fresh meat and other per- 
ishables back to the Chicago area at a 
faster clip, and at higher freight rates. 
This could mean some price boosts at the 
supermarkets. Depending on the item, 
replenished supplies' also may stabilize 
price levels. 


Consumers also may want to watch for 


specials on eggs and other items this 
week, says William Jordan, Executive 
D i r e c t o r of the 
Illinois Food 


Retailers Assn. He said Monday that 
"things are looking up" for increased 
supplies of fresh produce and meat arriv- 
ing in the Chicago area following the set- 
Clement of the independent truckers' 
strike. 


"There's no yardstick on how it's going 


to affect all prices," he said, "but dairy 
items and perishables would be the most 
affected." The new freight rates will be 
reflected at the retail level within a 
month, he said. 


JORDAN SAID the 1,500 independent 


food retailers members of his association 
are already passing along a 4 cent a gal- 
lon boost in bottled milk prices this 
week. "It appears that prices for pro- 
duce and meat items will level off, but 
we don't look for any relief in the dairy 
items, even towards the end of the 
year," he said. 


Jordan reported the average retail 


price for whole milk at $1.29 a gallon, 
including the 4-cent boost paid to farm- 
ers. A number of Chicago area food 
chains reported the average price at 
$1.43 a gallon, before the price increase 
took effect. 


Heavy demand for dairy products com- 


bined with a decline In production ac- 
count for rising milk prices, according to 
Jordan. He says shoppers are starting to 
get used to high beef and pork prices. 
When dairy prices rise too sharply, then 
beef will look more attractive to shop- 
pers, he predicts. 


Purchases of eggs and beef declined 


during 1973. Jordan noted that a number 
of retailers "are featuring eggs, taking 
less profit or no profit," to attract more 
buyers in the depressed market. 


"IT'S TRUE THAT the demand for 


cheese and dairy products continues to 
increase, says Bill Newby of the Jewel 
food stores chain. He reported no price 
increase for bottled milk on Monday, 
with prices for whole milk at $1.43 a gal- 
lon, and said short supplies of milk and 
heavy demand are pushing up price lev- 
els. 


"On any item there is a price level 


where buyer resistance sets in, where 
the customer tends to reduce purchases 


of that item," he said. Newby added 
dairy products purchases may stabilize 
as prices rise. At the same time, there is 
evidence that resistance to beef and pork 
price levels is tapering off. Consumers 
should check for weekly specials, he 
added. 


Supplies of most food items remain 


adequate, according to Newby. He said 
no estimate of price increases due to the 
trucker settlement is available, but it's 
"one more total cost increase." As sup- 
plies of fresh meat become more plenti- 
ful late this week or-early next week, 


New group formed to fight 
court ruling on wheel tax 


The battle over the Cook County wheel 


tax isn't over, according to Jack Gilli- 
gan, president of the Prospect Heights 
Improvement Assn. 


Gilligan said a new group, known as 


the Congress of Cook County Home- 
owners Associations, will file for a re- 
hearing of the State Supreme Court deci- 
sion to allow the vehicle tax for unin- 
corporated areas of the county. 


If that rehearing is denied, he said, the 


congress will raise money to appeal the 
decision to the U.S. Supreme Court. 


Residents of unincorporated areas ob- 


ject to the tax, which could be up to $10 
per car, because revenue is not spent 
solely for the benefit of those who pay it, 
Gilligan said. The money is used in the 
county budget for operations that serve 
all parts of the county, he said. 


THE DISPUTED TAX has been col- 


lected for two years and revenue placed 
in an escrow account pending a court 
decision. The account has $806,116 in it 
from the first two years, and more is 
being collected this year. 


This V that 


Gilligan, newly elected president of the 


homeowners' association congress, said 
the group is advising residents to pay the 
sticker tax only under protest, and to 
wait until the last minute. Sheriff Rich- 
ard Elrod said he will begin issuing 
warning tickets soon, and will fine mo- 
torists after a reasonable length of time. 


The tax was to be levied after Jan. 1, 


1972, but it was disputed until the recent 
ruling that the tax is reasonable because 
most municipalities already levy a sim- 
ilar one. The tax ordinance act requires 
the revenue to be spent in the sheriff's 
department, but Gilligan argues that the 
Sheriff serves more than the unincorpo- 
rated areas, particularly in operating the 
Cook County Jail.

Department of Agricul- 
ture's federal milk marketing order base 
price, the total cost is $9.69 per hun- 
dredweight for Class I (bottled milk) 
supplies. 


The Central Milk Producers Coopera- 


tive includes 16 member cooperatives in 
eastern Wisconsin and northern Illinois. 
Together they represent 16,000 dairy op- 
erations, which produce 85 per cent of 
Chicago area bottled milk supplies. 


THERE IS a shortage of supply, particu- 
larly for grade A milk for bottling," said 
cooperative manager George Hansen. He 
says the makers of cheese and other 
dairy products who generally buy Class 
II milk at lower prices are clamoring for 
the limited supplies of Class I milk, nud- 
ging prices upward. 


At the same time, the deadline in Class 


I milk production continues, "so it does 
look like we may continue to see price 
increases," Hansen said. 


"Bottled milk production dropped 5 per 


cent in 1973," said a spokeswoman for 
the Associated Milk producers in Fon du 
Lac, Wis. "We continue to see a decline 
in production. There is no indicator of a 
turnaround." She said rising feed costs 
discourage increased dairy operations. 


Among the retailers passing along the 


farmers' price boost this week, are Elm 
Grocerland in Arlington Heights and Mey- 
er Bros. Dairy in Arlington Heights. A 
number of retailers hedged on whether 
or not the price boost will be passed 
along immediately, including Sidney 
Wanzer & Sons in Chicago. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics reports 


that the national average price in Febru- 
ary, 1973, for a half gallon of milk was 
61.9 cents.

including sales and excise taxes. It also 
includes real estate taxed on owned 
homes, but does not include income or 
personal property taxes." 


Interestingly enough, the index con- 


fines its study to a statistical measure 
of changes in prices of goods and ser- 
vices bought by urban wage earning 
and clerical workers. It excludes pro- 
fessional, technical, and kindred work- 
ers, such as engineers and teachers. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics, 


which has been calculating the Con- 
sumer Price Index for five decades, 
believes its present sampling methods 
provide a reasonably accurate picture 


of price changes. About 400 items, for 
example, compose the "market bas- 
ket" to reflect food prices. Because 
food prices change frequently and be- 
cause they are a significant part of 
total sampling of total spending on the 
lower economic levels, food pricing is 
conducted every month in each urban 
location studied by the Bureau. 


The Consumer Price Index is receiv- 


ing increasing attention in la- 
bor-management contracts to adjust 
wages. It is used as a measure of 
changes in the purchasing power of 
the dollar for such diverse purposes as 
adjusting royalties, pensions, welfare 
payments, and occasionally alimony 
payments. It is also widely referred to 
as reflecting the inflationary trends in 
the economy. 


But for the average consumer it 


best serves as a warning signal that 
helps to counteract price trends by 
more prudent expenditures. Certainly 
not every American family spent 8.5 
per cent more in 1973 than in 1972. 
Many were guided away from buying 
non-essentials by the awareness of coat 
and the knowledge that uncurbed and 
indiscriminate spending only boosts 
prices even higher. 


The more aware we become of the 
CPI and its implications for our pock- 
etbook, the more attention we will 
give to sound financial management of 
our financial resources. People are be- 
ginning to realize what a difference 
this makes between income and outgo.

The manufacturer, Jackson Furniture Co., rede- 
signed it, but from 12,000 to 13,000 of the chests are still in 
consumer's hands. The commission met with the prime dis- 
tributor of the toy box, Sears Roebuck & Co., and suggested

Consumers can expect higher prices on almost everything 


from beef to beans in 1974, but there should be no severe 
shortages, a top Agriculture Department economist said.

Chrysler cites highest sales mark 


Chrysler Corp. reported yesterday the energy shortage cut 


profits in the final three months of 1973 by nearly 12 per cent, 
but not enough to keep the No. 3 automaker from recording 
the highest sales mark in its history. Sales were $11.8 billion, 
up 20.6 per cent from 1972 sales of $9.8 billion. Net earnings 
were $255.4 million, 13.9 per cent above the 1972 figure of 
$220.5 million.

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Guardsmen deactivated, trucks roll

Thousands of independent and com- 


pany trucks roared across the nation's 
highways Monday speeding badly-needed 
merchandise to consumers and virtually 
ending the 12-day drivers' strike. 


In Springfield, Gov. Daniel Walker 


deactivated the 1,200 National Guards- 
men he called out five days ago to help 
control violence on the highways during 
the strike. 


Walker said he made the decision to 


send the guard home after checking with 
police and weigh stations and being told 
truck traffic is close to normal in Illinois 
following the weekend settlement of the 
dispute. 


There could still be problems in the 


East St. Louis area where drivers have 
refused to end their strike, the governor 
said But he doesn't expect any, and has 
beefed up state police patrols there in 
case of trouble. 


The general back-to-work movement of 


drivers was accompanied by statements 
from various industries announcing the 
reopening of plants shut down by the 
walkout and the cancellation of plans to 
close others. 


Although there were violent incidents 


and scattered resistance to the com- 
promise worked out in Wishington be- 
tween truckers groups and federal offi- 
cials, reports from around the country 
indicated that truck traffic was moving 
almost normally in most areas. 


The main complaint of the dissident 


truckers was failure of the Washington 
agreement to roll back the price of diesel 
fuel. The protestors also had clamored 
for an increase in highway speeds limit- 
ed to 55 mph by federal decree. 


Meanwhile, an oil industry spokesman 


Monday delivered a blistering attack on 
administration energy decisions, accus- 
ing the government of hysterical energy 
policies that make oil companies scape- 
goats for the fuel shortage. 


"I'm distressed by the many accusa- 


tions that are being hurled around, trying 
to find scapegoats, trying to develop 
someone to blame for this whole energy 
shortfall situation," said Frank Ikard, 
president of the American Petroleum In- 
stitute. 


"I am disturbed at the hostile, some- 


times hysterical and punitive atmosphere 
that seems to pervade many of our gov- 
ernmental decisions at this time," he 
said in a Washington speech. "This hos- 
tile climate, this hysterical attitude must 
be cleared away if our nation is to 
achieve our energy goals of self-suffi- 
ciency." 


In preceding weeks, some members of 


Congress have accused the oil industry 
giants of profiting unreasonably from the 
energy crisis. 


A UPI look at oil company profits in- 


dicates they made a huge upswing in 
1973, raising questions whether the in- 
dustry is taking excess profit from the 


current shortage or merely making a 
reasonable recovery from a bad year in 
1972. 


In Chicago, Robeit Jacobs of the Illi- 


nois Gasoline Dealers Association, said 
some members of the association are in 
favor of a 10-day shutdown of service 
stations to protest lowered gasoline allo- 
cations and to demand a iVz-cent per gal- 


Ion price increase. 


He added be was sure one of the associ- 


ation's "hotbloods or militants" would 
bring up the question at Wednesday's 
board meeting. Jacobs said he was "just 
as sure" the proposal would be defeated. 


However, he said a shutdown might be 


a good idea in the future if "the govern- 
ment continues to goof off." 


Kissinger: energy 
problem 'global' 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Secretary of 


State Henry A Kissinger, opening a con- 
ference of 13 big oil-consuming countries, 
said Monday the world must cooperate in 
meeting the energy shortage or suffer 
economic collapse. 


But French Foreign Minister Michel 


Jobert said his country could not follow 
the U.S. formula presented by Kissinger, 
which called for the consumer nations to 
present a united front against the Arab 
oil boycott in broadened conferences to 
come. 


Jobert and other foreign ministers at- 


tending the two-day conference urged 
t h a t the oil-producing nations be 
promptly included in the global enerpy 
talks, and several suggested the proper 
forum would be the United Nations 


Kissinger, convening the meeting at 


the State Department, said "these global 
dilemmas cannot be avoided through ex- 
clusive bilateral arrangements" such as 
France and Japan are making and seek- 
ing. 


Jobert, speaking later, said Kissinger's 


proposal for still another session of con- 
sumer nations — along with under- 
developed countries — before calling in 
the producer countries, would increase 
Arab suspicions that the western indus- 
trialists were ganging up on them 


"We must not appear before the entire 


world as seeking to define alone a 'new 
course' which would inevitably lead to a 
confrontation or a conflict with the pro- 
ducing countries and maybe all the de- 


veloping countries," Jobert said "Let us 
not seek to establish or to impose a new 
world energy order " 


Foreign Minister Max Von Der Stoel of 


the Netherlands, speaking for the Eu- 
ropean economic community, suggested 
the conference be followed up quickly 
with talks before the United Nations with 
the producing nations taking part 


Represented at the conference are 


United States, France, Japan, Belgium, 
Canada, Denmark, West Germany, Ire- 
land, Italy, Luxembourg, Netherlands, 
Norway and Great Britain.

New rocket 
blown apart 
over ocean

The maiden flight of the Titan Centaur 


spacecraft was an inauspicious one Mon- 
day, as the rocket had to be blown up 
over the Atlantic when an engine failed. 


The spacecraft — an Air Force-NASA 


combination effort designed to be the 
workhorse for future trips to Mars — 
started to drop "like a rock" 12 and • 
half minutes after an apparently flawless 
launch from the Titan complex at Cape 
Canaveral. 


The 30-foot-long, $205 million rocket 


was 100 miles up and 2,195 miles down- 
range when the main engine of the Cen- 
taur upper stage twice failed to ignite 
and the craft started falling into a dan- 
ger zone A range safety officer pushed 
the "destruct" button and the rocket ex- 
ploded into bits. 


There was no immediate explanation 


of what went wrong 


The Titan Centaur — one of seven like 


it — was under way on what was to be a 
seven-hour orbital "proof flight," the in- 
itial launching in a series to include car- 
rying two unmanned Viking landers to 
explore Mars in 1975. 


Among those witnessing the failure 


Monday were two West German scien- 
tists connected with the Helios program, 
under which West Germany is to use a , 
Titan Centaur in September to launch the 
first of two Hehos satellites into orbit 
around the sun They were described as 
feeling "uneasy" after the rocket was 
detonated.

Iran and Iraq, both Moslem countries,

Elsewhere in the Middle East, Israel 


said Syrian gunners killed two civilians 
— one of them a 26-year-old woman — 
and wounded five soldiers Monday in the 
heaviest artillery bombardment on the 
Golan Heights since the October war.

A sign of money easing: 
prime rate drops to

Further loosening of the nation's mone- 


tary supply was signaled Monday as 
most of the major banks in the United 
States dropped the prime interest rate by 
another quarter-point. 


The new rate settled to W* per cent, 


although one bank — the Cleveland Trust 
Co. — cuts its rate by a half point to 9 
per cent. 


" The prime rate is the interest rate that 
banks charge their largest and most 
credit worthy customers, and it sets a 
tone for business activity throughout the 
nation. 


Changes In the rate ultimately affect 


all interest rates, although there is a con- 


siderable lag before it filters down to 
consumer installment credit, automobile 
and small business loans. 


Even with the improvement Monday, 


the monetary supply remained relatively 
tight by comparison with a prime rate of 
about 6 per cent just a year ago. 


The prime rate reached its historic 


high of 10 per cent last September, but 
two to three months later it began to de- 
cline by quarter-point reductions. 


The reductions announced last week by 


such banks as the First National City 
Bank of New York were effective Mon- 
day, when others such as the Chase Man- 
hattan and Manufacturers Hanover Trust 
announced they were matching the 9V« 
per cent rate immediately.

cludes water almost entirely. I was un- 
der the impression water was most im- 
portant — you know, eight glasses a day. 
Also, I thought water had no calories. Is 
it possible the water is restricted to 
avoid fluid retention? How many glasses 
of water a day should a normal person 
drink? 


I am suspicious that your friend's diet 


is not a good diet. You can lose weight 
by not drinking water or not eating any- 
thing, but any sensible diet program is 
designed to lose weight without harming 
your health. 


A large part of our body weight is wa- 


ter. When we lose excess water from 
heat, disease like diarrhea, or in- 
adequate water intake, we lose weight. 
But, as soon as such abnormal and un- 
healthy conditions are corrected, the 
body returns to normal and retains the 
water it should have. Many fad diets rely 
on the point that early dieting, particu- 
larly with avoiding carbohydrates, leads 
to loss of normal body water The dieter 
is impressed with the sudden loss of 
pounds, but it is all fraud, the water loss 
is not loss of fat. Water contains no ca- 
lories. 


The amount of water you need a day 


varies. We get water in our milk, beve- 
rages and a lot of our food. A raw lean 
piece of beef is 70 per cent water. Even 
cooked it still contains water. Vegetables 
and fruits contain a lot of water. So, if 
you are indoors and not losing a lot of 
water and you have a number of beve- 
rages, you might not need a lot more 
water than you get. If you work out in 
the sun as a laborer, you might need 
more than the eight-glasses-a-day rule 


SUM another source of water comes 


from the chemical processing of our food 
in our cells. Glucose, which is part of 
ordinary table sugar and contains no wa- 
ter in that form, is broken down into car- 
bon dioxide and water. It is hard to real- 
ize that dry table sugar is converted to 
water, but it is when it is processed this 
way The oxygen we breathe is used to 
tear down the glucose into carbon diox-

ide and water. The tearing down process 
liberates energy for our body, and the 
water that is formed in the process can 
be used just like any water you might 
drink or obtain in your food. This is also 
true of breaking down fats and proteins.

are particularly likely to occur at the be- 
ginning of one's childbearing years and 
again at the change of life when the peri- 
ods gradually stop altogether.

Even then regularity is only a tendency 
and not a rule. Your story is perfectly 
normal. Just relax and let nature worry 
about it.

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Park district wrapup 
Ask village advice 
on flood dangers 


The Wheeling Park District is asking the village for help in 


evaluating the potential flooding problems caused by building 
a garage south of the Heritage Park recreation building on 
Wolf Road. 


Park Comr. Lorraine Lark asked that the village engineer 


help the park district determine how much additional water 
will run off the proposed garage site if the building is con- 
structed. 


"It will be built in an area that now suffers from flooding 


conditions and will cause more runoff along the creek," Mrs 
Lark said. "I cannot see us contributing to a problem that 
already exists." 


Park Supt. Dave Phillips said that most of the runoff 


caused by the proposed garage could be held with rooftop and 
parking lot retention, Mrs. Lark agreed that this retention 
might alleviate any flooding problems, but said "experienced 
people should provide this information." 


According to Mrs. Lark, park district plans for the garage 


were slowed because of the delay in receiving a response 
from the village on a proposed joint garage, She said the 
village should therefore be willing to provide the park district 
with some engineering advice on the new garage site. 


Park board protests RTA bill 


Park board members have passed a resolution objecting to 


the proposed Regional Transit Authority bill because it would 
giv the RTA the right to condemn park land. 


The resolution, based on action taken by the Elmhurst Park 


District, states that the RTA bill allows "encroachment of 
land which is set aside for the public good." 


Board members said it will be opposed to the RTA bill until 


such time as the provision allowing condemnation of park 
lands is removed from the bill. 


Bond interest being used 


INTEREST FROM THE $700,000 referendum approved by 


voters in December, 1972, is being used to remove the park 
district from deficit spending this year. 


Park board members agreed to allow the interest to be 


used for general park operations to avoid the need to issue 
tax anticipation warrants this year. They said, however, that 
any extra monies should be returned to the referendum fund 
at the end of the fiscal year. 


Moreover, Comr. Hugh Wilson said that all future interest 


earned on the referendum funds should be set aside for refer- 
endum improvements. 


Phillips estimated that the park district would have a 


$20.000 deficit if interest from the referendum funds were not 
used for park operations. He said he expected the district to 
have about $10,000 left at the end of the year to put back into 
the referendum budget. 


A new fee schedule for rental of park buildings has been 


approved by the park district. 


The new fees are based on an hourly rate rather than the 


former flat fee for all rentals. Park board members agreed to 
continue waiving fees for those organizations that prove they 
cannot afford to pay rental costs. 


Parks to ask flood funds 


The Wheeling Park District is planning to again ask the 


township for revenue sharing funds to be used for flood con- 
trol programs. 


Last year, a park district request for federal revenue shar- 


ing funds was turned down. Since that time, however, the 
state has passed legislation allowing the township, county and 
village to share its revenue sharing funds with park districts. 


Park board members will also be asking the county and 


village for some portion of their revenue sharing. Phillips 
said, however, the park district has not yet submitted any 
specific proposals for the requested funds.

Schools adopt 
1974-75 calendar 


The 1974-79 school term in Dist. 23 will begin Sept, 3 and 


run through June 17. The school board voted to adopt a calen- 
dar with these starting and closing dates at its meeting 
last week. 


Calendars with starting dates before Labor Day were re- 


jected because Supt. Edward Grodsky said the early opening 
presented problems with parents who still were on vacation. 


Special meeting delayed 


The Dist. 23 board has decided to delay a special meeting to 


discuss the possibility of annexing schools in the district to 
surrounding incorporated villages. All the schools in the dis- 
trict are in unincorporated Prospect Heights. 


The meeting to discuss the proposal has been delayed pend- 


ing the outcome of litigation seeking to incorporate Prospect 
Heights into a city. 


Board members discussed the annexation proposal last 


month when Alan Krinsky suggested the board consider the 
move so the schools could receive better police and fire ser- 
vice. 


The proposal drew criticism from the Prospect Heights 


Fire Department, which provides fire protection to the dis- 
trict. Fire department officials felt the proposal to annex to 
surrounding towns implied the Prospect Heights department 
was not capable of providing the district with proper protec- 
tion. 


"The board's position is not one of criticizing the Prospect 


Heights Fire Department," board president Melvin Lace said 
in response to the department's statement. "We know the 
department can be counted on when needed." 


Supt. Edward Grodsky added that the cooperation between 


the district and the department has been "excellent."

For Lake County Buffalo Grove residents 
Library service will depend on poll

A news analysis 


The results of a straw poll being con- 


ducted this week by the North Suburban 
Library System will determine the future 
of library service in Lake County Buffalo 
Grove. 


About 3,600 Buffalo Grove residents 


are included in the area being surveyed, 
which is not part of any library district. 


The Wheeling Public Library District 


is looking for enough resident support to 
make another try at annexing the north- 
ern section of the village. An annexation 
referendum conducted three years ago 
was unsuccessful. 


The Vernon Area Library Committee is 


proposing the creation of a new Vernon 
Area Library District and would like to 
include the Lake County portion of Buf- 
falo Grove within the boundaries of the 
new district. 


IF THE MAJORITY of residents vote 


to join the proposed Vernon district, 
Lake County Buffalo Grove will be in- 
cluded in the boundaries of the district 
when the committee petitions the court 
for a referendum to create the district. 


If the Vernon referendum is successful, 


Lake County residents will be served by 
the new library district. 


Should the majority of Lake County 


Buffalo Grove residents indicate they 
would rather be served by the Wheeling 


Public Library District, an annexation 
referendum probably will be conducted 
next fall, according to Wheeling library 
officials. 


The Wheeling library board says its 


main reason for wanting to annex the 
Lake County section of the village is to 
unite the community into one library dis- 
trict. Library officials point out that the 
village already is carved up by county 
lines, school district boundaries and fire 
protection districts. 


The Vernon committee says because 


children of Lake County residents attend 
Dist 96 elementary schools and Steven- 
son High School, persons in that area are 
more oriented to Vernon Township. 


It also will be difficult for residents to 


make the decision on which library dis- 
trict to join, based on tax rates. The cur- 
rent tax rate in the Wheeling Library 
District is 22 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. However, because library offi- 
cials estimate an increase in the as- 
sessed valuation of property within the 
district in the past year, they predict the 
rate will go down this year by at least 
one or two cents. 


THE VERNON AREA Library Com- 


mittee, which is serving as an unofficial li 
brary board because library trustees 
cannot be elected until the district is 
created, is figuring on a 7 or 8-cent tax 


levy for the first year of operation. It is 
hard to say whether the district will be 
able to provide adequate service for the 
amount levied at that rate or whether it 
will be forced to revise that estimate on 
taking a closer look. 


The collections of the two library dis- 


tricts cannot really be compared. The 
Wheeling Public Library District has 
been in operation for 15 years and the 
Vernon committee began its demonstra- 
tion facility and bookmobile last last fall. 


The Wheeling Public Library has more 


than 41,000 books in its collection, while 
the Vernon facilities provide about 4,000 
books. The Wheeling district also in- 
cludes an extensive collection of hun- 
dreds of phonograph records and period- 
ical subscriptions. The Vernon district 
has 50 records, 19 periodical subscrip- 
tions plus a movie review file and paper- 
back and pattern exchange. 


Art prints and other materials avail- 


able through the NSLS may be obtained 
by both Wheeling and Vernon library dis- 
trict cardholders at any of the 34 NSLS- 
area member libraries. 


Postage-paid ballots will be mailed to 


residents this week who have obtained 
library cards from the Vernon Area Li- 
brary Committee, the Wheeling Public 
Library District or the NSLS bookmobile. 


CARDHOLDERS WILL have one vote 


per household with ballots to be returned 
within two weeks. 


The results of the straw poll will be 


used by the Vernon committee and the 
Wheeling Public Library Dist. board to 
determine who will serve Lake County 
Buffalo Grove. 


It is the responsibility of every Lake 


County Buffalo Grove resident participat- 
ing in the straw poll to carefully evaluate 
all the facts and return the ballot as soon 
as possible. 


Although the straw poll is an informal 


survey, the two library districts have 
agreed to abide by the results. The time 
has come for Lake County residents to 
settle the library service dispute in that 
area once and for all. 


OFFICE IS AS CLOSE 
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Home Delivery 
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Identity crisis'? Not in Lake County

While Lake County Buffalo Grove 


homeowners appear at times to suffer 
from an Identity crisis because of the 
county line and other boundaries splitting 
the village, their high school students 
seen unaffected. 


About 150 Buffalo Grove students who 


live in the northern section of the village 
attend Adlai Stevenson High School in 
Prairie -View's Dist. 125. They com- 
prise about 15 .per cent of the student 
population. 


Dist. 125 Supt, Harold Banser said that 


Buffalo Grove students at Stevenson, un- 
like their Cook County Buffalo Grove 
counterparts, do not'seem concerned (hat 
they do not attend a high school bearing 
their community's name. 


"The kids really haven't complained 


about not going to Buffalo Grove High 
School," Banser said. "As the years go 
by, the kids become more involved and 
identify more with the school. We have 
pretty good spirit here now." 


STEVENSON HIGH School opened in 


the fall of 1965. Originally intended to be 
part of the old Ela-Vernon high school 
district, Stevenson became the first 
school in a new Dist. 125 when residents 
of the Ela-Vernon district voted to form 
a new unit district. 


Buffalo Grove students began attend- 


ing Stevenson In January, 1969, after the 
completion of the Strathmore subdivi- 
sion. 


"The first year or two the subdivision 


was there, the fact that these kids were 
being transferred from somewhere else 
made it somewhat difficult for them to 
adjust to Stevenson," Banser said. 


ALTHOUGH THE turnover rate in the 


Strathmore area is still 'high, Banser said 
most Stevenson students have now lived 
in the community for at least two years.' 


"Now, once they get here, they become 


part of the total school," the superintend- 
ent added. "I think having students here 
from the Strathmore area and Lake 
County Buffalo Grove has had a good ef- 
fect on Dist. 96 and Dist. 125," he contin- 
ued. "It's expanded the social exposure 
for all the students and done a lot to 


change the rural atmosphere of the dis- 
tricts." 


Banser said Buffalo Grove students are 


well-represented in all activities at Ste- 
venson. 


"I think the kids who come out of 


Strathmore are pretty active, involved 
kids," he said. "That's probably because 
that's the way their parents are. There's 
an energy there that spills over and 
that's good for us."

Two-notrump bid eases force 


When you play limit raises you need to 


have some bid or bids to show a forcing 
raise. The British, who never adopted 
forcing raises, use four-club and four-dia- 
mond responses to show certain kinds of 
forcing-raise hands. They don't really 
need those bids for any other purpose. 
Unfortunately the jump to four crowds 
the bidding too much and makes it hard 
to bid slams. 


The same disadvantage applies to the 


use of three notrump as a forcing raise 
which brings us to the Jacoby two no- 
trump. Invented by Oswald Jacoby, the 
two notrump response to a major-suit 
opening is an unlimited forcing raise. 


This takes away the standard Ameri- 


can two notrump to show a balanced 13 
to 15 points but we have found that small 
loss. You don't really need that bid at 
all. 


Today's grand slam is bid easily once 


North responds with the forcing notrump 
raise. South goes into Blackwood and 
bids seven. He knows that he may need 
to do something about his third heart, 
but is willing to take that chance.

State lotteries have been condemned as 


a "legal sucker bet" in a scathing 
analysis published this month by Con- 
sumers Union, a consumer protection 
group. 


Eight states now have lotteries, and 


the Illinois General Assembly is in the 
process of considering several bills pro- 
posing a lottery. 


While other forms of legal and illegal 


gambling pay back anywhere from 75 to 
100 cents per dollar wagered, existing 
state lotteries pay only 40 to 45 cents per 
dollar in prizes, according to Consumer 
Reports, the Consumer Union's publica- 
tion. 


Thus, the cost of gambling with the 


state is 55 or 60 cents per dollar, com- 
pared to 2.7 cents per dollar for a bet on 
a roulette wheel at'Monte Carlo; 5.26 
cents for roulette at Las Vegas; 4.5 cents 
for a bet placed with a bookmaker on the 
outcome of a sports event, or about 18 
cents for a bet on the horses. 


WHILE THE total amount of money 


wagered in a state lottery is relatively 
low per person — unlike the amounts 
gambled elsewhere — Consumer Reports 
charged that lottery tickets are sold 
through deceptive advertising. 


"Gargantuan top prizes and floods of 


smaller prizes, regular weekly drawings, 
drawings for losers in the main lottery, 
drawings for merchandise, drawings for 
the money left behind — all those special 
features... create the illusion that the 
odds are being constantly improved, and 
disguise the fact that only 40 or 45 cents 
is being paid back out of every dollar 
wagered," the publication said. 


Citing an ad for the New York lottery 


promising a "new" system with "twenty- 
fold increase in cash prizes... increased 
chances to win..." Consumer Reports 
pointed out that "the same old payback 
has merely been divided into 20 times as 
many parcels." 


Terming the lottery "grossly inequi- 


table," Consumer Reports charged lot- 
teries "collect primarily from those citi- 
zens most easily misled by advertising, 
promotion, and false hope — often the 
same citizens least able to pay." 


THE EIGHT states with lotteries — 


and states that, like Illinois, are propo- 
sing lotteries — have contended Chat 
such a plan has two advantages that 
make up for the low payback: it delivers 
large revenues to the state, and k curbs 
illegal gambling. 


But, according to Consumer Reports, 


neither contention is entirely valid. 


While the cost of collecting taxes aver- 


ages 1.5 to 2 cents per dollar, state totte- 
ry expenses "run from 25.6 to more than 
40 cents per dollar reaching the state 
treasury," the magazine reported. 


Moreover, the lotteries yield less than 


2 per cent of a state's revenues in most 
cases,-and less than 4 per cent in New 
Jersey, which has the most sophisticated 
system, Consumer Reports said. 


IN REGARD to curbing illegal gam- 


bling, Consumer Reports quoted a study 
of the National Science Foundation, 
which reported, "State lotteries have had 
very limited impact on illegal gam- 
bling. .." 


Illegal gambling, with its significantly 


higher payback, remains much more at- 
tractive to hard-core gamblers, and also 
affords anonymity from the Internal 
Revenue Service at income tax time. 
State lotteries must report to the IRS the 
names and addresses of all winners of 
more than $600. 


Consumer Reports charged that "the 


two likeliest winners in a state lottery 
are the state's Republican and Demo- 
cratic parties," since the bureaucracy 
required to run the lottery provides poli- 
ticians with numerous new patronage 
jobs to fill.

the assessor's office to assist homeowners seeking a reduction 
in their tax assessments. 


Tully said the new division would be set up to provide free 


service to homeowners, who would not be required to hire 
attorneys to present their complaints on their tax assess- 
ments.

Tully said the division would be an extension of the Tax- 


payers Assistance Department which he established while 
serving as chief deputy assessor from 1971 to 1973. That de- 
partment, he said, has been chiefly an information service, 
but the new division would be set up specifically to handle tax 
complaints. 


Walker urges car pools 


Gov. Daniel Walker has issued a directive to all heads- of 


departments and agencies under his jurisdiction to take ac- 
tion to encourage their employes to form car pools. 


Among the steps recommended by the governor was prefer- 


ential assignment of parking space for car-pool drivers. 


In a pointed directive, Walker told department heads, "Car- 


pool plans should not be mandatory, but should be accom- 
panied by strong recommendations to employes that they par- 
ticipate." Walker also directed administrators to recommend 
public transportation to their employes.

When a "Nervous 
Ned" does this, one of the seats he re- 
served becomes a "no show" — knocking 
somebody else out of a reservat!on on 
the flight he may have wanted.)

thing about the man himself that 
the dramatic circumstances of his 
presidency only serve to bring into 
sharper relief. 


A journalist of his time wrote: 


"A stranger meeting him on a 
country road, ignorant of his his- 
tory, would have said, 'He is no or- 
dinary man.' " 


He was indeed no ordinary man. 


And it is the complex of extraor- 
dinary characteristics — the iron 
purpose tempered by compassion, 
the dedication to justice and duty, 
the ability and willingness to take 
upon himself and bear up under a 
nation's tragedy, the indomitable 
spirit that carried man and coun- 
try through its trial by fire, and 
above all, the humanity — that 
have made of Lincoln one of his- 


tory's towering figures. 


It is underlining the obvious to 


say that the memory and meaning 
of Lincoln have a particular rele- 
vance for our time. 


Now, 
as in Lincoln's time, the 


greatest challenges we face as a 
people come not from foreign oppo- 
nents but from within ourselves. 
They are to organize our society to 
the greatest benefit of all thereof 
and to overcome those divisions, 
today transcending geographical 
lines," that confuse the purpose and 
goals of the nation. 


While the challenge may be be- 


fore us in a new form, the task re- 
mains ever the same — to ensure 
that we do not lose by default what 
the blood and sacrifice of previous 
generations have gained. 


To borrow from the quotable 


Lincoln: "If destruction be our lot, 
we must ourselves be its author 
and finisher. As a nation of free 
men, 
we must live through all 


time, or die by suicide."

India 
9s Gandhi government periled

NEW DELHI - India is locked in the 


grip of economic and political crises that 
threatens to crumble the foundations of 
the government of Prime Minister Indira 
Gandhi. 


While the nation celebrated its 25th Re- 


public Day last month with a parade 
promising prosperity, the death toll from 
food riots in the western state of Gujarat 
reached 38. 


An estimated 80 million employable In- 


dians — more than 14 per cent of the 
exploding population — have no jobs. 


Because of the rising oil prices, India 


may have to spend 80 per cent of its to- 
tal export earnings this year for oil. This 
factor alone couM wreck India's recently 
announced five-year plan. 


For a nation that has been an inter- 


national basket case since achieving in- 
dependence from British rule, the future 


promises more hard times. 


At a time when India is short of just 


about everything but problems, Mrs. 
Gandhi's stock with the people has nose- 
dived. Voters have rejected candidates of 
her ruling Congress party in several re- 
cent by-elections and elections in five 
states two weeks from now pose a fur- 
ther test. 


The most difficult hurdle for Mrs. Gan- 


dhi and the Congress party may come in 
her home state of Uttar Pradesh, the na- 
tion's largest and one of the most back- 
ward. 


The Congress party is working hard to 


nail down its traditional support from 
Moslems and untouchables, but \Mrs. 
Gandhi's critics contend that this time 
that important backing may be lost be- 
cause of soaring prices, unemployment 
and food shortages. 


There also is the threat that the vigor- 


ous campaigning could touch off violence 
in areas of Uttar Pradesh where the mu- 
tual distrust between Hindus end Mos- 
lems lies close to the surface. 


Re-elected by a whopping margin in 


1971, Mrs. Gandhi's political popularity 
may have peaked at the end of the same 
year with India's victory over Pakistan. 
In those days government officials boast- 
ed that the "green revolution" had 
brought India to the brink of self-suffi- 
ciency in food production. 


Then drought 
struck 
disastrously, 


creating food shortages and fueling in- 
flation. Mrs. Gandhi's opponents blamed 
poor planning, corruption and misman- 
agement rather that the drought for 
the nation's ilb. Some of her sharpest 
critics, however, doubt that she can be 
toppled yet because no strong alternative 
leader has emerged from the fragmented 
opposition. (UPI)

Views fuel alternatives 


Before the start of the century our 


common fuels were coal, wood and kero- 
sene. Coal and wood for heat and power, 
kerosene for lamp lighting, Later, coal 
was processed to produce gas. Crude oil 
was processed to produce gasoline and 
lubricating oils and many other by-pro- 
ducts. 


If my memory serves me right, in the 


process of extracting gas from coal, 
three important fuels were also part of 
the end items, coke, benzol and benzine. 
At one time benzol was considered a fuel 
for gasoline engines the equal of gasoline 
and was sold in the same manner. 


When natural gas was delivered in 


abundance by pipe line the marketing 
of coal gas and benzol was eliminated. 
With the present shortage of crude oil a 
return to coal gas and benzol might re- 
lieve the energy crisis. 


When the State of Illinois passed the 


gasoline tax law, I came in contact with 
a man who contrived a scheme to avoid 
payment of the tax. He would order out 
and set out on a track siding a tank car 
of distillate (fuel oil) and a car of nap- 
tha and then empty proportions of each 
tank into a large underground tank 
bringing the gravity test of the mixture 
equal to that or better than regular gas- 
oline. If he wanted a higher test fuel he 
would add more naptha and a little red 
dye to make it appear as equal to the 
leaded gas which was red at that time.

Of course he was prosecuted for tax e- 
vasion, but it worked. 


During the gas rationing period of 


World War II, I knew some people who 
used paint thinner and cleaning solubles 
to run their automobiles. I suppose be- 
cause of added costs for these items they 
would not be practical during this crisis. 


That coal gas process would help the 


cnsis but it does contaminate the air in 
the vicinity of the plants. It just may be 
possible that supplies of those items may 
be in storage and could be made avail- 
able in an emergency. 


I bet it would only take the slightest 


indication of substitutes being made 
available to have more gasoline released 
for the market than we need. The coke 
could also be used for heating purposes 
just as it served in the early years of the 
century.

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This Patton has his troops—the Illinois Tollway Police 


The nation's top-ranking black state policeman 


covers an area 187 miles long and 100 yards wide 


by STEVE FORSYTH 


The week's growth of beard, dirty 


clothes and worn sneakers on the black 
nan in the elevator were deceptive — 
deceptive enough to allow him to serve a 
subpoena on a long-evasive suspect. 


More deceptive than that, however, 


was the man under the disguise — Rob- 
ert M. Patton. 


With several years of Illinois state po- 


lice work under his belt, Patton was en- 
gaged in one of the varied activities that 
eventually led to his appointment as cap- 
tain of State Police Dist. 15, the division 
known as the Illinois Tollway Police. 


Now the highest-ranking black state 


policeman in the nation, Patton is re- 
sponsible for law enforcement on 187 
miles of tollway, lacing the Chicago sub- 
urban area from Indiana to Wisconsin. 
He does the job with 150 men and 175 
cars, plus a helicopter, two airplanes and 
a computer, 


PATTON BEGAN MIS career in- 


auspiciously, graduating from the state 
police academy in 1951. His wife and sis- 
ter went to the graduation ceremonies, 
but couldn't find a hotel that would allow 
them to stay overnight. 


"1 knew I would get fair treatment 


within the department," Patton said. 
"They were more worried about public 
acceptance, although I was far from the 
first black policeman they had hired." 


In 1974, he said, "I think the day has 


passed when you would encounter prob- 
lems in that area. The average person 
has outgrown that type of reaction. 


"The respect for the uniform that has 


been established has taken care of public 
attitude. When I think a guy is obnoxious 
because I'm black, I put that out of the 
way. You can't be thin-skinned about 
this." 


HIS GRAB-BAG experience with the 


state police has given Patton a wide 
background in crime, particularly organ- 
ized crime. 


His first assignment was to Special 


Atty. Gen Ben Heinemann in 1951, to as- 
sist in investigations of cigaret tax stamp 
frauds. The following year he was sent to 
Cairo, 111., to investigate school and race 
riots. 


That same year he spent 10 days at 


Menard State Prison because of riots

there, and then returned to routine patrol 
assignments. 


Good reports from his superiors and 


s u c c e s s f u l completion of promotion 
exams started Patton up the ladder. By 
1958 he was second on the state lieuten- 
ant's qualification list, and was promoted 
to that rank. 


After six more years, he was assigned 


to the Illinois Crime Investigating Com- 
mission in Chicago, under Executive Di- 
rector Charles Siragusa. 


EFFORTS TO INFILTRATE organized 


crime found the police setting up a dum- 
my policy wheel and gambling estab- 
lishments on Chicago's west side. "We 
made money, too," Patton chuckles. 


For four years Patton associated with 


or pursued famous mobsters and sus- 
pected syndicate figures. In recollecting 
some of the old times, Patton mentions 
the late Sam DeStefano. "Old Sam was 
quite a guy," he recalls. 


Does a desk-jockey miss those old 


days? 


"Yeah, But I have guys who'll stop In 


and chew the rag about the good old 
days. I still hear from a good informant 
or two." 


HE REMEMBERS a lot about Sira- 


gusa. "When I first started working for 
him, we'd 'hear Him rant and rave. He 
was from New York. He'd occasionally 
give an order and we'd tell him you just 
can't do it that way in Chicago. He'd say 
'Do it anyway and I'll take the heat.' It 
would stick. I started to respect this guy 
for doing the impossible." 


Patton doesn't hide behind his title and 


desk. His philosophy says not to 
take life too seriously. When he came 
back from a trip to Florida and mounted 
a large sailfish he caught, staff members 
began to take advantage of 'his good na- 
ture. 


A sign appeared, tucked nicely behind 


a pectoral fin: "This fish was caught in 
Grayslake, 111., in 250 feet of water with 
a Popeil Pocket Fisherman." The sign 
stayed up. At Christmas, an ornament 
dangled from the long bill of the fish. 


AS HE LEADS a brief tour of the toll- 


way police facilities at headquarters in 
Oak Brook, Patton jokingly tugs at the 
tie of one employe, asks another how the 
work is going that day, and speaks to 
almost every person he passes. 


He seems to resist falling into a pat- 


tern of superiority. Out on the police heli- 
copter launch pad, two men huddle in a 
small booth to monitor use of cars and 
the chopper. Patton casually steps in, 
asks if it's warm enough inside, and, 
convinced that it is, says, "This is the 
job I want next." 


This man with the thinning, short gray 


hair has seen it all — the seamy side of 
criminals, victims of violent murders, 
traffic accidents. 


Patton locks all these thoughts be-

tween the covers of a photo album kept 
on a shelf behind his desk. The album 
includes pictures of a man who got a 
variation of "concrete overshoes" — he 
was found on the bottom of a river with 
a washing machine tied to 'his neck. The 
book also has photos of grotesque auto 
crashes and murder victims. 


ON A BLANK page in the back he has 


glued a small, typewritten message, ask- 
ing, "Will you be next?" He said he uses 
that with unreasonable people who can't 
understand why they have 'been arrested 
or what the cops are trying to prove. 


Patton's interest in helicopters got a 


casual beginning as he looked in on an 
evening police class in aeronautics. He 
liked it and returned for each session. 
One thing led to another, as he puts it, 
and he was encouraged by the instructor 
to take the written tests. He got an op- 
portunity for instruction at a helicopter 
manufacturer's base in Texas, and now 
has been flying for five years. 


Highly regarded by police peers, Pat- 


ton has the strangest district in the state. 
The tollway is less than 100 yards wide in 
most places, but has the largest force in 
terms of men and cars. The tollway divi- 
sion itself was created outside the origi- 
nal state police system, allowing extra 
men to 'be hired above the limits set for 
the regular force. It grew from a "little 
brother" to the biggest component. 


WITH 100,000 cars carrying an esti- 


mated 150,000 persons on the tollways 
each day, the tollway 'beat carries with it 
the police responsibilities of a large city. 
Patton said tollway police duties are far 
from limited to traffic patrols, although 
that is what the motoring public sees 
most often. 


An unsung but important job is truck 


watch. A permanent detail of about sev- 
en men watches trucks at various places, 
particularly the toll plazas. Patton ex- 
plains that a quirk in state law allows 
trucks to be loaded heavier in Chicago, 
but the minute they get on the tollway, 
they are illegal. To prevent damage to 
the roadway, the tollway police have es- 
tablished a reputation for catching over- 
loaded trucks. 


Patten's department activity report for 


the year looks similar to any other police 
department. The troopers recover 'stolen 
cars, investigate assaults and robberies, 
make narcotics arrests, and have ar- 
rested a prostitute or two for solicitation. 


A MAJOR DIFFERENCE in tollway' 


duties is assistance to motorists. Last' 
year the tollway police handled 10,456 as-' 
sistance calls, giving gasoline to 1,422: 
drivers. 
; 


As Patton goes into the last three 


years before his mandatory retirement 
at age 60, he is faced with a new type of 
problem — the fuel crisis. Tollway police 
will be concerned with the new speed, 
limits and increased assistance calls for 
motorists who run out of gasoline. 


They have already curtailed air patrols' 


to cut down on fuel consumption, and- 
non-emergency trips have been limited, 
to 55 miles per hour since the President's; 
request for motorists to slow down.

it was created through default and 
administrative bungling by the oil. 
companies and the federal govern- 
ment. 


(6) Late last spring, the oil industry 


launched a massive advertising 
campaign designed to make the 
American consumer feel responsible 
for the nation's gasoline shortage. 
Yet for every barrel (42 gallons) of 
oil products sold in the United 
States, the five largest companies 
(Exon, Mobil Oil Corp., Texaco, '

The oil companies were not slow in 


meeting this demand, and in fact 
pushed the sale of their products in 
Europe and Asia even as they were 
offering the American consumer ad- 
vice on how to cut down on the use of -:

HOLLYWOOD — It seems inconceiv- 


able that a television comedy series star- 
ring Dick Van Dyke is erratic in the pop- 
ularity ratings, but unfortunately that is 
the case. 


Van Dyke is a comic genius, but 


apparently that is not always enough to 
guarantee success for a weekly video en- 
try. Red Skelton is a comic genius, and 
his series was cancelled after a long run. 
And Jackie Gleason is a comic genius, 
and his weekly show also got the ax des- 
ite its great popularity over the years. 


CBS-TV, in its drive for a contempo- 


rary tone, felt that the Skelton and Glea- 
son programs were a bit old-fashioned, 
and were not attracting enough of the 
younger viewers the network was seek- 
ing. And the Van Dyke series, for all its 
positive points, also seems to lack the 
image of contemporary sparkle that one 
would expect of it.

Even an apparently successful new entry

1950s — "Happy Days" — has a campy 
modern outlook. And a series that contin- 
ues to delight even if it isn't a smash, 
"The 
Odd Couple," invariably has a 


bright and up-to-date feel to it. 


Too often, it seems as though story- 


lines for the Van Dyke series are, like 
situation comedies of old, not particular- 
ly about anything, and not particularly 
identified with any place or time. There 
is too much reliance on Van Dyke's un- 
deniable gifts, whereas what he needs is 
a little help from his friends. 


CBS-TV HAS tried moving his series to 


different program slots, and the cast has 
been altered, but the tonic that the show 
needs may simply be a sense of place, 
time and social outlook — not necessarily 
message scripts, but just more bite to go 
with the expert buffoonery of the star. 


He is a highly intelligent artist, and 


can adjust to anything. And any network 
that doesn't give a lot of attention to 
making a blockbuster success out of such 
a genius is just plain foolish. For he is a 
million-dollar property. He has been on 
top before, and he can be on top again.

Gas shortage 
may revise 
definitions 


WASHINGTON — The American Heri- 


tage Dictionary contains the following 
definition: 


"Simonize (si!ma-niz) To clean and 


wax the surface of an automobile, for 
example."- 


This dictionary, as you can see, is a 


little out o£ date, having been published 
before the gasoline shortage developed 
and William Simon became head of the 
Federal Energy Office. 


Even now, we may assume, lexicogra- 


phers are at work revising the definition. 
To wit: 


"Simonize (si'ma'nize) 1. To drive 


around looking for an open gas station. 2. 
To wait in line to buy gas. 3. To be told a 
gas pump has run dry when you are still 
three cars away." 


I'm not suggesting that Simon is to 


blame for these definitions. I'm only say- 
ing he hasn't prevented them. 


Being opposed to rationing, Simon has 


called for voluntary conservation prac- 
tices. Which would be fine except for the 
fact that voluntary conservation doesn't 
actually curtail consumption. 


If there is anything the gas shortage 


has taught us it is that as long as X 
number of gallons are available, X num- 
ber will be consumed. 


So when you save i.e., don't buy three 


gallons, you are merely making three ex- 
tra gallons available to another motorist. 


Rationing would avoid that inequity. 


For then when you saved three gallons, 
you would be saving it for yourself. 


But since Simon is dead set against is- 


suing rationing coupons, some alternate 
means of allocation must be found. 


I believe the most fair and effective 


method would be a system of brownie 
points. 


IF, FOR EXAMPLE, you organized a 


car pool, rode the bus to work or other- 
wise refrained from consuming a certain 
amount of gas, you would receive a cer- 
tain number of brownie points. 


Then, after accumulating a specified 


number of brownie points, you would be- 
come eligible for a gold star — a decal to 
put on your windshield near the in- 
spection sticker. 


Under this system, one pump at each 


gas station' would be reserved for gold 
star motorists and would have priority 
over the other pumps with respect to gas 
supplies. 


Thus a motorist who made a con- 


scientious effort to save gas would be re- 
. warded by not having to wait in line and 
always being able to buy a few gallons 
when he really needed them. 


The brownie point system may not be 


perfect. But at least it's better than hav- 
ing the next edition of American Heri- 
tage Dictionary contain this entry: 


"Simonization (si'man-na-za'sham). A 


mad scramble for gasoline."

GIs may lose their piece of O'Hare Airport

Once the Andrews Sisters met them at 


the Stage Door Canteen. 


Once Bob Hope and Danny Kaye sang 


from the decks of ships or the bottom of 
foxholes for the GIs. 


Once upon a time the nation went to 


war and right there, Baiting for the dog- 
faces and the flyboys and the sailors, 
was the USD. 


Donuts, talk with a girl, get some sta- 


tionery to wilte home, read a magazine, 
play checker!,, sleep: it was all at the 
USO. 


And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps eching down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USD and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
ulth his coffee? 


Well, it was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson, director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a clay-to day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in." he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we'ie going to do it " 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said 


Col Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at 
O'Hare " 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a m. to 11 p.m. daily It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing 
materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshme kits, 
she added The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as wed as advising servicemen on 
various problems 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said. 


SEVERAL community groups and indi- 


viduals are trying to raise the money 
necessary to keep the lounge open, ac- 
cording to Col. Gustafson. 


"I received a letter from one G I. who 


used the lounge several times while he 
was in the service," he said. "He's get- 
ting together a group of veterans to raise 
some money — that, coming from the 
GI, tells the story " 


"This lounge really fills a need," Col. 


Gustafson added. "It does a great ]ob — 
I'd hate to see it close "

The Vernon Area Library Committee is 


proposing the creation of a new Vernon 
Area Library District and would like to 
include the Lake County portion of Buf- 
falo Grove within the boundaries of the 
new district 


IF THE MAJORITY of residents vote 


to join the proposed Vernon district. 
Lake County Buffalo Grove will be in- 
cluded in the boundaries of the district 
when the committee petitions the court 
for a leferendum to create the district 


If the Vernon referendum Is successful. 


Lake County residents will be seived by 
the new library district. 


Should the majority of Lake County 


Buffalo Grove residents indicate they 
would rather be served by the Wheeling 
Public Library District, an annexation 
referendum probably will be conducted 
next fall, according to Wheeling library 
officials. 


The Wheeling library board says its 


main icason for wanting to annex the 
Lake County section of the village is to 
unite the community into one libiaiy dis- 


•Inct. Libraiy officials point out that the 


village already is carved up by county 
lines, .school district boundaries and fnc

The Veinon committee says because

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Pleasant Run 
dwellers want 
buildings cleaned

Residents of Pleasant 
Run 
Con- 


dominiums, 1151S, Elmhurst Rd., Wheel- 
ing, say that life in that development is 
not very pleasant, particularly after a 
heavy rain. 


Helen Slov, 1205 S. Elmhurst Rd., said 


the condominium project Is knee-deep in 
water after almost every rain. "We are 
flooded with absolutely any rain what- 
soever," she said. "I mean we are 
flooded. It's up to our knees." 


Speaking as a representative of a 


homeowners' group, of approximately 
100 persons, Mrs. Slov said the water has 
caused serious damage to cars and 
makes if difficult for residents to leave 
their apartments. 


IN ADDITION, Mrs. Slov said the resi- 


dents have had problems getting the 
Glen Grove Development Corp. to take 
care of regular maintenance in the five 
completed buildings. She said the hall- 
ways are unkempt, the street lights are 
continually burning out, and there is no 
fence around the swimming pool. 


"It looks like a slum," she said. "None 


of us here have ever quibbled. We're 
willing to pay. We just want it done." 


A spokesman for Glen Grove, however, 


said his firm Is in the process of correct- 
ing these problems. "Every one of their 
problems is being taken care of," said Mi- 
chael Tomasino. 


ACCORDING TO Tomasino, the flood- 


ing problem will be solved when his firm 
installs a retention basin on a nearby 
piece of property, the Lemke farm. He 
said Glen Grove has just received the 
verbal approval from School Dist. 23 to 
run the sewer across the John Muir 
School site and should be able to start 
construction shortly. 


Tomasino said it will take about 30 


days to get the easement for the school 
site recorded, with work starting within 
90 days of that time. He noted that while 
Pleasant Run does flood, so do the adja- 
cent properties including the Muir 
School. 


Mrs. Slov said the homeowners' big- 


gest problem is trying to reach developer 
John Glorioso about their problems. "He 


disappears," she said. "He's like on a 
perpetual vacation." 


Tomasino, however, said that Glorioso 


did meet with the unit owners on at least 
one occasion. "There was a meeting with 
two unit owners that met with Mr. Glo- 
rioso on a Friday in January. They dis- 
cussed the flooding, the lighting, the 
swimming pool and other points of con- 
cern with this development," he said. 


WHILE TOMASINO maintains that a 


company cleans the buildings once a 
week, Mrs. Slov said little cleaning work 
has ever been done. She said that the 
unit-owners agreed to hire a cleaning 
firm, but that Glorioso rejected the unit- 
owners recommendation and hired a 
less-expensive firm. 


According to Tomasino, the unit-own- 


ers recommendation was rejected be- 
cause the service did not include window 
washing. He admitted that the hallways 
are unclean, but blamed this on the resi- 
dents. 


"The hallways are ruined from people 


moving in," he said. "They have broken 
parts of the dry wall. On two occasions 
mud was taken from the ceiling." He 
also said people let their dogs run free in 
the halls, causing additional litter. 


NONETHELESS, TOMASINO said his 


firm is in the process of taking care of 
these problems. He said a maintenance 
firm has agreed to replace burned out 
light bulbs and said a fence will be in- 
stalled around the swimming pool the 
week of February 25. 


"What it is is a few unit owners have 


five per cent of the facts and they think 
they know it all," he said. "You're deal- 
ing with people, and a lot of them just 
look around and complain." 


Mrs. Slov said the Pleasant Run resi- 


dents have considered picketing the con- 
dominium model or going en masse to 
visit Glorioso about the problems. She 
said four unit owners are already plan- 
ning to sell their condominiums because 
of the problems. 


"Everything we talk to them 'about 


they tell us this roundabout thing," she 
said. "Basically these things only affect 
us who live here. Even the management 
says it looks really and truly like a slum 
area."

Speakers will include Fred Wachter, 


Computer program at Conant may be expanded 
Programming for fun. . . and credits 


by {CATHERINE BOYCE 


Students at Conant High School have 


learned they can use a computer for just 
about everything from a simple game of 
tle-tae-toe to figuring a complex math- 
ematical formula. 


Conant began its computer program- 


ming course two years ago on an ex- 
perimental basis. The program has been 
a success, says Gene Lynn, teacher of 
the course, and High School Dist. 211 of- 
ficials are hoping to offer the course in 
the district's four other high schools next 
year. 


The use of computers "is a timely top- 


ic. It's something we ought to be teach- 
ing. It's here and now," says Lynn. 


IN THE one-semester course, students 


learn the mechanical operation of the 
computer, they memorize a code for 
feeding information into the machine, 


and they learn how to use the computer 
to solve different types of problems. 


"The computer's use is limited by your 


own imagination," says Lynn. In the 
class, students often practice with math- 
ematical problems such as defining the 
area of a circle or calculating a person's 
hourly wage into a weekly paycheck. 
Lynn encourages the 20 students in his 
class to use the computer on their own 
for personal use or in connection with 
their other classes. 


"They like to play games with it," 


says Lynn. Students come in during their 
free period to play tic-tac-toe or make 
designs on paper by printing out letters 
in a programmed arrangement. The 
chess club at Conant also uses the com- 
puter to figure moves. 


.CONANT USES a "mini-computer" for 
classroom purposes, says Lynn. The 
computer, made by Digital Equipment 
Corp. is about the size of a large suitcase 
and has a smaller memory capacity than 
a medium-sized computer. Students feed 
information into the computer by oper- 
ating the keyboard of a teletype ma- 
chine, which is connected by wire to the 
computer. 


Dist. 211 officials now are deciding 


whether to buy more mini-computers for 
the other four schools or purchase one 
large computer which would serve all 
five schools. They are' also considering a 
cooperative agreement for computer use 
with other schools in the area. Dist. 211 
now- leases an IBM 1401 computer for 
administrative use but the medium size 
computer's capacity is not large enough 
to include student use.

Lynn says the mini-computer 


have the advantage of lower cost. There 
have been "dramatic price reductions" 
in the mini-computer, be says. When Co- 
nant bought its computer two years ago it 
cost about $5,000 but the same computer 
with some additional circuits would cost 
between $2,000 and $3,000 today, Lynn 
says. He guessed, that the price went 
down after the costs'of experimenting 
with the new computer were absorbed 
and more companies put mini-computers 
on the:market. 
, 


LYNN SAID the students have enjoyed 


working with the computer and the 
course has been a popular one even 
among teachers. One teacher at Conant 
took the course last1 summer for, her own 
enjoyment. 


While a student probably couldn't get a 


job as a computer operator after taking 
the course, "he would certainly have a 
foot in the door," says Lynn, and the 
amount of time he spends in computer 
training would probably be reduced.

THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson, director of .the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis," 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to'Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor, of the lounge. She said'the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign • is the 
"same amount needed at the airport,'.' 


, The USO is supported entirely by dona- 
tions from local community'funds, citi- 
zen!) groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said. 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


• Chicago, it "can't 'fulfill the need at 
"O'Hare." 


The airport lounge was opened -in Au- 


gust 196,9 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
• Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily.' It serves 
up to 300 servicemen' and dependents 


• each day. 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 


• cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing materials; 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added'. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen, on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't trave'led 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," "Mrs. Conley said.

The 
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Proposed day 
care ordinance 
stays 6in limbo' 


Des Plate' proposed day care ordi- 


nance remained in limbo last night as a 
smalt group of aldermen argued its fate 
at the council's municipal development 
committee meeting. 


After a brief meeting, with only one 


committee member, three aldermen and 
the city planner attending, it appeared 
doubtful that the measure would even 
make it out of committee before the Feb. 
18 council meeting. 


Aid. Ewald Swanson, 6th, head of the 


committee, defended the merits of the 
ordinance which he originally opposed. 
Without his fellow committeeman, Aid. 
Joseph Szabo, 1st, and Aid. Robert 
Hinde. 4th, Swanson was not sure last 
night whether the committee could re- 
port to the council as a whole. 


Aid. Carmen Sarlo, 6th, objected to the 


ordinance, saying he feared it would 
open the door to other commercial busi- 
nesses that could be operated in the 
home. The measure allows centers car- 
ing for more than eight children to oper- 
ate In residential neighborhoods under a 
special use provision. 


"I don't object to children," Sarlo said, 


"but I'm a little dubious as far as abus- 
ing a residential area. Are we opening 
the door to other things?" 


SARLO MENTIONED that women who 


style hair in their homes may come to 
the council and ask that their businesses 
be allowed under a special use. "Or why 
can't a person practice dentistry out of a 
room in their home? That's a nice quiet 
business," he said. 


Aid. Thomas Koplos, 1st, agreed with 


Sarlo and added he most objected to a 
commercial business operating in any 


residential neighborhood, single or multi- 
family. 


"I just don't think a commercial busi- 


ness should be there. I know there is a 
need for day care, but there is also a 
need for other quiet type businesses. We 
might be opening up these areas to other' 
operation." 


City Planner Michael Richardson, who 


helped draft the ordinance, said the day 
care provision, would not automatically 
"open doors." 


"I don't think the ordinance would set 


a precedent for anything other than an- 
other day care center. If someone want- 
ed a beauty salon in a residential neigh- 
borhood they would have to go through 
the whole process of seeking a special 
use provision." 


SWANSON ADDED that' he felt day 


care was dealing with a different type 
of commodity than other businesses. 
"The ordinance is very restrictive and I 
think we should give it a try. Admittedly 
it is a business, but I think it is to the 
advantage of the child to be in a place 
other than on Oakton, Mannheim or Lee 
Street." 


Richardson pointed out that other 


towns have similar day care laws. He 
said Skokie allows day care centers as a 
permitted use in multi-family areas; Ar- 
lington Heights allows them in multi- 
family areas as a special use; Evans- 
ton's ordinance permits centers in single- 
family areas as a special use. 


"The people from the state (Depart- 


ment of Children and Family Services) 
are impressed enough with our ordinance 
that they are planning to use it as a mod- 
el for other communities that are having 
trouble getting day care centers," he 
added.

It's true music appreciation 


by LINDA PUNCH 


Eleven-year-old Mary raises her trom- 


bone and earnestly blows a few wobbly 
notes. Glancing quickly around at her 
classmates, she smiles proudly at words 
of praise from her teacher. 


Like other youngsters their age at For- 


est School, Mary and her classmates are 
getting their first taste of instrumental 
music. There is one difference — Mary 
and her friends are hard-of-hearing. 


Music classes for the hearing Impaired 


began last year at Forest School, accord- 
ing to vocal music teacher Denise Bol- 
man. 


"Before, we included these youngsters 


with the other classes but then we 
thought we would try separate classes 
and see what happens," she said. 


THE PROGRAM originally began with 


special vocal music classes for the 
youngsters, including lessons on the 


recorder (a type of flute) and xylo- 
phones. Mrs. Bolman later suggested the 
students move into instrumental music. 


"We thought they'd be able to make 


music better with an instrument. It's 
more exact — you put your fingers on 
certain holes and the music comes out," 
she said. 


Despite their hearing loss, the young- 


sters'have "really progressed well," ac- 
cording to the music teacher. 


"I've found they read music very 


well," she said. "They're eager and en- 
thusiastic — more so than other chil- 
dren." 


A TYPICAL CLASS hour begins with a 


run-through of "Go Tell Aunt Rhody" on 
recorder 
and xylophone. Later the 


youngsters play rhythm games and act 
out folk.songs. The last half hour is spent 
in mastering the basic skills of in- 
struments such as clarinet, trombone, 
trumpet and flute. 


The hard-of-hearing youngsters follow 


~""basically the-same curriculum," as the 


other Forest School students, Mrs. Bol- 
man said. 


"We do it a little slower, perhaps, but 


they use the same material," she said. 
"The only thing really different is the 
use of the instruments — we don't have 
the time to work with them in the regu- 
lar classes."1 ' 


Instrumental music teacher Charles 


Hawes notes that the hearing impaired 
youngsters are not any more difficult to 
teach than their school mates.

foxholes for the GIs. 


Once upon a time the nation went to 


war and right there, waiting for the dog- 
faces and the flyboys and the sailors, 
was the USD. 


Donuts. talk with a girt, get some sta- 


tionery to write home, read a magazine, 
play checkers, sleep: it was all at the 
USO. 


And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps echlng down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well, it was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson. director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


*'For tlie past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we-can 
maintain it. we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley'said. 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "onlyone of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can.'t fulfill the need at 
O'Hare." 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day. 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 


, she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a ' 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled" 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said. 


SEVERAL community groups and indi- 


viduals are trying to raise the money 
necessary to keep the lounge open, ac- 
cording to Col. Gustafson. 


"I received a letter from one G.I. who 


used the lounge several times while he 
was in the service," he said. "He's get- 
ling together a group of veterans to raise 
some money — that, coming from the 
GI, tells the story." 


"This lounge really fills a need," Col. 


Gustafson added. "It does a great job — 
I'd hate to see it close."

Schaumburg Tivp. schools 
reject milk price increase 


The Schaumburg Township School 


Dist. 54 Board of Education has refused 
to face a price hike proposed by a milk 
supplier and lias deferred for further 
study increased costs of hot lunches. 


Modern Dairy of Elgin proposed to in- 


crease the cost of a half-pint of milk 
from 6.7 to 7.7 cents. Students pay 5 
cents for a carton of milk.and the state 
pays the rest. 


Marvin Lapicola, assistant superin- 


tendent of finance, told the board last 
week the increase was requested after 
the federal government raised the min- 
imum price of raw milk. He added he did 
not know what action would be taken by 
the dairy company after the school board 
refused to approve the increase. 


Lapicola said there was a 1-cent in- 


crease last October and one of the stipu- 
lations to the agreement then was that 
the price remain stable the rest of the 
school year. 


THE MASS FEEDING Corp. of Elk 


Grove Village sent a notice to the school 
district that the cost of lunches to the 
district will be raised 13.5 per cent to 
meet a jump in the standard of living. 
The matter was referred to Adam.Jelen 
Jr., board member, for further study. 


The district's cost of the lunches, effec- 


tive Feb. 1, jumped by 2.5 cents to 47.7 
cents per hot lunch. The students pay 55 
cents for a lunch, and 7.3 cents are left 
to meet direct costs. Officials have esti- 
mated that 10 cents per lunch is required 
to meet the direct costs. 


The result will be a $4,000 loss to the 


school district if hot lunch prices are not 
raised. Last fall, the district, with the 
permission of the state, increased the 
price of a hot lunch from 50 to 55 cents.

IN ANOTHER safety consideration last 


week at the regular board meeting, it 
was announced that starting today every 
school bus carrying kindergarteners will 
have an adult supervisor on board. Su- 
pervisors for buses transporting other 
students are being considered, but will 
not be used this school year because a 
major budget revision would be needed. 


The board was notified the Hanover 


Park Village Board has passed a resolu- 
tion calling for increased bus safety stan- 
dards after the Dec. 20 death of Robyn 
Bradshaw, reportedly struck by the 
school bus on which she had been riding. 


The resolution called for action by the 


board in three areas: 


• Urging school districts within Hano- 


ver Park to update bus safety standards. 


• Compulsory contracts between dis- 


tricts and private transportation com- 
panies for safety training and equipment. 


• Urging state legislation upgrading 


school bus safety. 


The school board legislative committee 


will review four points compiled by a 
group of Hanover Park residents con- 
cerned about bus safety and will formu- 
late possible legislation for introduction 
by local representatives in Springfield. 
The points include a regional safety di- 
rector for school districts, bus super- 
visors or mixed-grade busing in rural 
areas, safety training for bus drivers and 
no busing for kindergarteners.

The project, estimated to cost $180 mil-

The 
builder proposed a 24.3 units per acre 
gross density and seeks reduced parking 
requirements.

Computer program al Conant may be expanded 
Programming for fun... and credits

Students at Conant High School have 


learned they can use a computer for just 
about everything from a simple game of 
tic-tac-toe to figuring a complex math- 
ematical formula. 


Conant began its computer program- 


ming course two years ago on an ex- 
perimental basis. The program has been 
a success, says Gene Lynn, teacher of 
the course, and High School Dist. 211 of- 
ficials are hoping to offer the course in 


the district's four other high schools next 
year. 


The use of computers "is a timely top- 


ic. It's something we ought to be teach- 
ing. It's here and now," says Lynn. 


IN THE one-semester course, students 


learn the mechanical operation of the 
computer, they memorize a code for 
feeding information into the machine, 
and they learn how to use the computer 
to solve different types of problems. 


"The computer's use is limited by your

own imagination," says Lynn. In the 
class, students often practice with math- 
ematical problems such as defining the 
area of a circle or calculating a person's 
hourly wagg into a weekly paycheck. 
Lynn encourages the 20 students in his 
class to use the computer on their own 
for personal use or in connection with 
their other classes. 


"They like to play games with 
it," 


says Lynn. Students come in during their 
free period to play tic-tac-toe or make 
designs on paper by printing out letters 
in a programmed arrangement. The 
chess club at Conant also uses the com- 
puter to figure moves. 


CONANT USES a "mini-computer" for 


classroom purposes, says Lynn. The 
computer, made by Digital Equipment 
Corp. is about the size of a large suitcase 
and has a smaller memory capacity than 
a medium-sized computer. Students feed 
information into the computer by oper- 
ating the keyboard of a teletype ma- 
chine, which is connected by wire to the 
computer. 


Dist. 211 officials now are deciding 


whether to buy more mini-computers for 
the other four schools or purchase one 
large computer which would serve all 
five schools. They are also considering a 


cooperative agreement for computer use 
with other schools in the area. Dist. 211 
now leases an IBM 1401 computer for 
administrative use but the medium size 
computer's capacity is not large enough 
to include student use. 


Lynn says the mini-computer does 


have the advantage of lower cost. There 
have been "dramatic price reductions" 
in the mini-computer, be says. When Co- 
nant bought its computer two years ago it 
cost about $5,000 but the same computer 
with some additional circuits would cost 
between $2,000 and $3,000 today, Lynn 
says. He guessed that the price went 
down after the costs of experimenting 
with the new computer were absorbed 
and more companies put mini-computers 
on the market. 


LYNN SAID thexstudents have enjoyed 


working with the computer and the 
course has been a popular one even 
among teachers. One teacher at Conant 
took the course last summer for her own 
enjoyment. 


While a student probably couldn't get a 


job as a computer operator after taking 
the course, "he would certainly have a 
foot in the door," says Lynn, and the 
amount of time he spends in computer 
training would probably be reduced.

The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps ecl\ing down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well. It was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson. director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems . of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said. 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at :

The airporf lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between "•. flights. The glass-en- 
; 


closed -area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9. a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen, and dependents 
each day. 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by ;the'community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing 
materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and -religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems.

"We answer about 1.000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said.

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Budget request tentatively approved 
Bratcher takes first steps 
to reorganize police force

P.ilatine Pjlice Chief Jerry Bratcher 


has taken his first steps toward a reor- 
ganization of the Palatine Police Depart- 
ment. 


Brateher's 1974-75 budget request to 


the village board called for the allocation 
of funds for new police uniforms, addi- 
tional training, establishment of a crimi- 
nal investigation fund, appointment of a 
deputy chief and polygraph and psy- 
chological examinations for all Incoming 
patrolmen. 


The village board, which assured Brat- 


cher he would have latitude in reorgani/.- 
Ing the department when he took .over 
three weeks ago, tentatively approved nil 
the budget requests at a budget review 
session on Sunday. 


URATCIIER TOLD the board he plans 


to reorganize the police department by 
function and eliminate the current watch 
command system. Instead of the four 
lieutenants each being assigned as watch 
commander of a shift, they would be as- 
signed to oversee a specific department. 
Me explained this would provide for bet- 
ter accountability. 


The proposed deputy chief position 


would be a civil service exempt appoint- 
ment made by Bratcher from the ranks 
of the lieutenants. The deputy chief 
would receive a Sl.OOO stipend. The other 
three lieutenants would report to the de- 
puty chief who would then re[>ort to Brat 
ehoi 
1. 


The lack of training was described by 


Bratcher as "the greatest weakness in 


the department." The board has ap- 
proved Iiis request to raise the training 
allotment from the proposed $4,000 figure 
b $10.000. Bratcher emphasized this was 
not u true expenditure because many of 
the training programs arc totally or par- 
tially reimbursable, Bratcher said he 
planned to try and get members of the 
police force placed in training programs 
bath in and out of state. 


AN ADDITIONAL $1,000 was added to 


the Fire and Police Commission exam- 
ination budget at Bratcher's request so 
p o l y g r a p h and psychological exam- 
inations could be administered to all in- 
coming patrolmen. 


The uniform change from green to blue 


in color and a change in the color of 
squad cars is proposed to give the police 
department a new image and boost mo- 
rale within the department. 


The proposed uniform allowance of 


$12.500 was more than doubled so the pa- 
trolmen can get new uniforms. Instead of 
receiving a uniform allowance, the vil- 
lage will order all uniforms and the pa- 
trolmen will receive new uniforms as 
needed. This is expected to reduce the 
cost of tile uniforms and prevent the pa- 
trolmen from using their uniform allow- 
ance for other purposes. 


The board turned down a request from 


Bratcher for funding of an additional pa- 
trolman but approved funds to hire a 
clerk-typist. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones said 


the additional patrolman is "still an open 
question'' but Bratcher would have to 
come back to the board and justify the 


need at a later date before funds would 
be allocated. 


INVERNESS' three-year contract with 


the village for police protection expires 
in November and the board plans to take 
a close look at it before renewing the 
contract. If the contract is not renewed 
about five patrolmen would be freed for 
patrol in Palatine and the additional pa- 
trolman would probably not be necessary 
this year, Jones said. 


There are currently 27 patrolmen 


available for patrol in Palatine and In- 
verness. Bratcher explained when sick 
leave, holidays, vacations and training 
are accounted for there are only about 
four men available per shift in Palatine 
and Inverness. 


Bratcher proposed to assign the addi- 


tional patrolman to work with the youth 
officer and use the clerk-typist to free 
patrolmen who are currently doing cleri- 
cal work, 


A $3,800 request for a new squad car 


and $10,000 request Cor membership in a 
crime laboratory were withdrawn- from 
the-police department budget request. 


The original budget request of $830,538, 


which was prepared prior to Jan. 21 
when Bratcher became chief, included 
funds for three additional patrolmen and 
a part-time clerk. The proposed police de- 
partment represents approximately 40 
per cent of the proposed $2 million genei - 
al fund budget. 


Final approval of the police depart- 


ment budget "will follow a public hear- 
ing on the budget which takes effect May

Each 
student has a personalized program of 
study. 


If a student has difficulty in factoring, 


for example, he works on that aspect of 
math and receives help on a one-to-one 
basis. Once the student understands the 
concept, he may quit the lab or go to 
work on something else. 


THE RESOURCE lab has 11 full time 


students who work on reading skills four 
hours per week and 55 part time students 
who spend between one and two hours in 
the lab each week. 


Mrs. Raines said the emphasis has 


been on reading, because that is neces- 
sary for practically all other subject 
areas. 


"The youngsters are tested at the be- 


ginning of the year, and we take the ones 
that could probably benefit the most from 
the lab," Mrs. Raines said. She added 
that there were a lot of other youngsters 
pot in the program who could benefit 
from the special tutoring. 


In the future, the lab may be expanded 


to include tutoring in other academic 
areas such as geography and history, 
Mrs. Raines said. The expansion was not 
begun this year because there were just 
too many students that needed special 
help in reading and math, she added. 


The lab has two full time teacher aides 


and 23 teachers who have volunteered 
varying amounts of free time to help tu- 
tor students.

Computer programming 
for fun...and school credit 


by KATHERINE BOYCE 


Students at Conant High School have 


learned they can use a computer for just 
about everything from a simple game of 
tic-tac-toe to figuring a complex math- 
ematical formula. 


Conant began its computer program- 


ming course two years ago on an ex- 
perimental basis. The program has been 
a success, says Gene Lynn, teacher of 
the course, and High School Dist. 211 of- 
ficials are hoping to offer the course in 
the district's four other high schools next 
year. 


The use of computers "is a timely top- 


ic. It's something we ought to be teach- 
ing. It's here and now," says Lynn. 


IN THE one-semester course, students 


learn the mechanical operation of the 
computer, they memorize a code for 
feeding information into the machine,' 
and they learn how to use the computer 
to solve different types of problems. 


"The computer's use is limited by your 


own imagination," says Lynn. In the 
class, students often practice with math- 
ematical problems such as defining the 
area of a circle or calculating a person's 
hourly wage into a weekly paycheck. 
Lynn encourages the 20 students in his 
class to use the computer on their own 
for personal use or in connection with 
their other classes. 
> 


"They like to play games with it," 


says Lynn, Students come in during their 
free period to play tic-tac-toe or make 
designs on paper by printing out letters 
in a programmed arrangement. The 
chess club at Conant also uses the com- 
puter to figure moves. 


CONANT USES a "mini-computer" for 


classroom purposes, says Lynn. The 
computer, made by Digital Equipment 


Corp. is about the size of a large suitcase 
and has a smaller memory capacity than 
a medium-sized computer. Students feed 
information into the computer by oper- 
ating the keyboard of a teletype ma- 
chine, which is connected by wire to the 
computer. 


Dist. 211 officials now are deciding 


whether to buy more mini-computers for 
the other four schools or purchase one 
large computer which would serve all 
five schools. They are also considering a 
cooperative agreement for computer use 
with other schools in the area. Dist. 211 
now leases an IBM 1401 computer for 
administrative use but the medium size 
computer's capacity is not large enough 
to include student use. 


Lynn says the mini-computer does 


have the advantage of lower cost. There 
have been "dramatic price reductions" 
in the mini-computer, he says. When Co- 
nant bought its computer two years ago it 
cost about $5,000 but the same computer 
with some additional circuits would cost 
between $2,000 and $3,000 today, Lynn 
says, He guessed that the price went 
down after the costs of experimenting 
with the new computer were absorbed 
and more companies put mini-computers 
on the market. 


LYNN SAID the students have enjoyed 


working with the computer and the 
course has been a popular one even 
among teachers. One teacher at Conant 
took the course last summer for her own 
enjoyment. 


While a student probably couldn't get a 


job as a computer operator after taking 
the course, "he would certainly have a 
foot in the door," says Lynn, and the 
amount of time he spends in computer 
training would probably be reduced.

Plans for restoration of one of Ar- 


lington Heights' oldest buildings will 
be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission Wednesday. 


Bill Dorsch and Allan MacFarlane 


will unveil plans for turning the 'old 
pool hall at 1N. Vail Ave. Into a two- 
level restaurant and pub. According 
to their preliminary drawings, the 
building will have a restaurant on 
the main floor and a pub with sand- 
wiches in the basement. 


Dorsch and MacFarlane, who own 


Runyon's in Palatine, said they also 
hope to have an open-air eating and 
gallery area on the north and east 
sides of the building. 


They will need a special use permit 


and a liquor license from the village 
as well as approval from the plan 
commission and the Village Board of 
Trustees. 


PLANS CALL FOR the exterior of 


the building to be restored and 
stained glass windows to be added. 
The interior will feature exposed 
brick walls and refmlshed original 
woodwork. A cobblestone floor in the 
basement will also be restored. 


Dorsch and MacFarlane said new 


electrical wiring and plumbing will 
be installed. 


In keeping with the restoration, the 


owners have said they have sought 
the aid of the Historical Society of 
Arlington Heights In acquiring fur- 
nishings representative of that period 
of early Arlington Heights. 


Two major hurdles Dorsch and 


MacFarlane must clear are the 
granting of a liquor license and reso- 
lution of the parking problem. 


AT LEAST ONE village trustee 


has gone on record as opposing the 
granting of any new liquor licenses 
on Campbell Street. He said he 
feared the street would become a 
mini honky-tonk strip. 


The building, presently, does not 


have enough parking spaces as re- 
quired in village ordinances. Some 
off-street parking could be provided 


on the sidesJrf the building but this 
scheme would rule out plans for the 
outdoor restaurant. Other restau- 
rants in the past have paid added 
fees to compensate for inadequate 
parking. 


The building, one of the original 


buildings in downtown Arlington 
Heights, has housed many enter- 


prises in the past. It has been used 
as a restaurant and tavern and vari- 
ous businesses. It is, perhaps, best 
remembered as a pool hall for many 
years. 


Most recently, it served as the Ar- 


lington Heights Republican Party 
headquarters during the 1972 cam- 
paign. It has been vacant since then. 


A NIW LIFE is being propoied for the old pool hall at 
Vail Avenue and Campbell Street. Two Palatine men 


wfll present plans tomorrow for restoring the old brick 
building at combination restaurant and pub.

Once Bob Hope and Danny Kaye sang 


from the decks of ships or the bottom of 
foxholes for the GIs. 


Once upon a time the nation went to 


war and right there, waiting for the dog- 
faces and the ftyboys and the sailors, 
was the USO. 


Donuts. talk with a girl, get some sta- 


tionery to write home, read a magazine, 
play checkers, sleep: it was all at the 
USO. 


And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps eching down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well, it was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32.000 to meet the costs 
of operation, 


Col. Arthur Gustafson, director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in." he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it. we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans ''to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs, Con- 
ley said, 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in Ihe area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


•Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at 
O'Hare." 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day. 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing 
materials, table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said. 


SEVERAL community groups and indi- 


viduals are trying to raise the money 
necessary to keep the lounge open, ac- 
cording to Col. Gustafson. 


"I received a letter from one G.I. who 


used the lounge several times while he 
was in the service," he said. "He's get- 
ting together a group of veterans to raise 
some money — that, coming from the 
GI, tells the story." 


"This lounge really fills a need," Col. 


Gustafson added. "It does a great job — 
I'd hate to see it close." 
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Village hears 
homeowners' plea 
to pressure K&B

Huffman Estates trustees were non- 


committal last night when they were 
asked to delay approval of a Kaufman & 
Broad site plan until the firm negotiates 
settlement in a private lawsuit. William 
T. Davies, a Streamwood attorney, asked 
the village board to urge K&B manage- 
ment to "sit with us and hear our prob- 
lems." and to "hold up any further ac- 
tion" until K&B does. 


Davies has filed a class action suit in 


behalf of 2,000 Barrington Square resi- 
dents seeking reimbursement of the cost 
of bribes K&B paid to obtain the zoning 
Unit made the subdivision possible. 


The residents also want control of the 


Barrington Square Homeowners' Associ- 
ation relinquished by K&B to them, 
which Davies said is long overdue. 


K&B HAS PLEADED no contest in fed- 


eral courts to charges It paid $100,000 in 
bribes to six former village officials for 
the Barrington Square zoning. The com- 
pany was fined $50.000. 


Davies said the homeowners have been 


unsuccessful in convincing K&B to cor- 
rect "deficiencies" in the development or 
to discuss negotiating settlement of the 
suit he filed in December. 


Mayor Virginia Hayter told Davies the 


lawsuit "is a private matter," and com- 
mented, "for you to ask us in any way to 
put pressure on (K&B) Is really muddy- 
ing the waters." 


If there are deficiencies, she said, they 


"have nothing to do with our legal re- 
sponsibilities." 


The mayor described Davies' request 


as "tantamount to your asking, 'trust me 
because these people need help.' " 


DAVtES AGREED and commented 


that Barrington Square homeowners de- 
serve the mayor's trust more than K&B 
does. The lives of former village officials 
"have been ruined" by their guilty pleas 
ami jail sentences in the bribery case, he 
said. But "no officers of K&B have been 
sent to prison." he added. 


While the board did not agree to "put 


pressure on," trustee Diane Jensen 
asked Davies to give her a list of defi- 
ciencies. 


And the board did defer action on the 


seven of the 14 acres still undeveloped in 
seven of the 14 acres still undevelopedin 
the 400-aere total development. K&B re- 
q u e s t e d deferral to "make minor 


changes" in the plan, and board mem- 
bers indicated they would not consider 
the matter in the absence of Trustee Wil- 
liam Cowin. 


Cowin last week criticized the quality 


of maintenance provided by a manage- 
ment firm hired by K&B for areas al- 
ready developed, and asked if the same 
quality would apply in the newly-pro- 
posed area. 


EARLIICIt YESTERDAY, Davies re- 


ported Kaufman & Broad responded to 
the lawsuit after what he believes was 
their deadline. The company argued the 
homeowners do not qualify for class ac- 
tion suits because the purchases were not 
part of the same transaction or series of 
transactions, said Davies. Kaufman & 
Broad also suggested an implied warran- 
ty would not entitle them to reimburse- 
ment for the bribes, and alleged the orig- 
inal suit was vague, Davies said. 


Davies argued that each purchase was 


part of a series and that the warranty 
assures them they are getting dollar-for- 
dollar value. "Bribery money is down 
the tube and they're not getting anything 
for that dollar," he said.

Bar Harbour 
families file 
a complaint

Four Schaumburg families who pur- 


chased condominium units in Schaum- 
burg's Bar Harbour believe the complex 
is not shaping up as promised by Builder 
Elmei Gleich 


As a result a complaint against Gleich 


was filed yesterday in Cook County Cir- 
cuit Court Chancery Division by Herbert 
N Debs, Merle A. Jones, Kenneth Wol- 
mer and Harry Epstein. 
• They are asking that the court force 
Gleich to complete interior and cxterir 
defects which include heating, weather- 
stripping, carpeting and.furnisbing of lh§ 
lobby; sealing, cleaning and water- 
proofing of garage areas; repair of 
elevators; inadequate laundry facilities: 
repair of open wiring and fixtures in 
hallways, and adequate heat in each 
unit. 


ONE OF THE PRIMARY problems in 


the building is lack of heat, said the unit 
owners. 


"It is impossible to get the tempera 


lure in my workroom and bedroom in the 
unit above 60 degrees," said Debs. He 
moved into the $38,000 apartment in Au- 
gust, after a wait of more than a year. 


Jones, who paid $41,000 for the identi- 


cal unit, often cannot get heat in some 
rooms above 40 degrees.' 


Yet both owners have continued to re- 


ceive what they believe "exorbitant'' 
electric bills. Debs produced a S136 Com- 
monwealth Edison bill for the period of 
Dec. 2-1 to Jan. 24. 


One problem is that only 28 of the 90 


units in Bar Harbour are occupied. An- 
other appears to be the elimination of 
strip heaters along some windows which 
were included in plans Gleich submitted 
to the village for approval in 1971. 


JOSEPH JULIAN, Schaumburg build- 


ing commissioner, has advised Gleich of 
the discrepancy and in a Feb. 4 letter 
gave the builder 10 days to advise the 
village how he intends to correct "this 
code violation." 


Tom Franklin, Commonwealth Edison 


Co. sales supervisor, said he is aware of 
owners problems but sees no solution until 
the building is 80 to 90 per cent occupied. 


"These people must realize that until 


the building is fully occupied it is difficult 
to balance and seal heat," he said. 


More heat loss occurs in cases similar 


to Bar Harbour than if a building is fully 
heated, he explained. Com Ed offers con- 
dominium owners a budget which will Be 
workable and reasonable under proper 
conditions, he added. " 


"It is an unfortunate situation and 


probably will remain that way until the 
building is occupied." Franklin said. ' 


UNIT OWNERS ARE concerned about 


Gleich's failure to make any further ef- 
fort to sell apartments. Last month he 
sent a letter to a number of owners offer- 
ing to buy back units from unhappy own- 
ers. 


Gleich was unwilling to discuss prob- 


lems with The Herald. 


"I have never talked to an owner who 


has complained about anything," he said 
in a telephone interview yesterday. 


He called" a reporter's question about 


possible rental of the remaining units

Recovery Inc., does not offer diag- 


nosis, treatment, advice or counseling; it 
does not supplant the physician, accord- 
ing to assistant area leader Joan Pora- 
dek. 


Each member is expected to follow the 


authority of and cooperate with his per- 
sonal physician or other professional at 
all times, she said. 


THE GROUP offers self-help after- 


care and training in self-leadership, but 
cannot help those who do not want to 
help themselves, said the assistant lead- 
er. 


It is an adult program, available to 


those 18 years of age and older. 


Recovery groups arc generally com- 


prised of men and women from all walks 
of life who usually have made the rounds 
of physicians and have been told that the 
symptoms they suffer from are nervous 
and not physical in origin, Mrs. Poradek 
said. 


The assistant leader explained some of 


the symptoms which members suffer 
from may include palpitations, dizziness, 
tremors, depression, chest pressure and 
the fear of heart disease, panicky feel- 
ings, difficulty In making decisions, self- 
consciousness, strong feelings of in- 
adequacy, lack of appetite or feelings of 
unreality. 


SOME MEMBERS have fears of being 


alone, journeys, open spaces, crowds, 
heights, closed spaces or making a mis- 
take. Others suffer from obsessions, 
compulsions or other symptoms, Mrs. 
Poradek added. 


Underlying all of these fears and prob- 


lems are three basic fears: the fear of 
physical collapse, fear of mental collapse 
or the fear of never recovering, she said.

Programming for fun. . . and credits

Students at Conant High School have 


learned they can use a computer for just 
about everything from a simple game of 
tic-tac-toe to figuring a complex math- 
ematical formula. 


Conant began its computer program- 


ming course two years ago on an ex- 
perimental basis. The program has been 
a success, says Gene Lynn, teacher of 
the course, and High School Dist. 211 of- 
ficials are hoping to offer the course in 
the district's four other high schools next 
year. 


The use of computers "is a timely top- 


ic. It's something we ought to be teach- 
ing. It's here and now," says Lynn. 


IN THE one-semester course, students 


learn the mechanical operation of the 
computer, they memorize a code for 
feeding information into the machine, 
and they learn how to use the computer 
to solve different types of problems. 


"The computer's use is limited by your 


own imagination," says Lynn, In the 
class, students often practice with math- 
ematical problems such as defining the 
area of a circle or calculating a person's 
hourly wage into a weekly paycheck. 
Lynn encourages the 20 students in his 
class to use the computer on their own 
for personal use or in connection with 
their other classes. 


"They like to play games with it," 


says Lynn. Students come in during their 
free period to play tic-tac-toe or make 


Shortage of doctors acute 
in Northwest suburban area

Doctors. 
The shortage of doctors is especially 


acute in the Northwest suburbs, where a 
rapidly growing population is finding it 
harder and harder to get a physician to 
take new patients. 


The shortage may spread to area hos- 


pitals within the next few years, espe- 
cially if the proposed eight new hospitals 
in the Northwest suburban area are con- 
structed as planned. 
. At least one hospital is preparing for a 
possible shortage of doctors — Alexian 
Brothers Medical Center in Elk Grove 
Village. 


The hospital's new multi-million-dollar 


addition, scheduled for completion this 
fall, will offer a first for the area — suit- 
es for doctors' offices located within the 
hospital. 


WHILE ONE OF 'the main reasons for 


having doctors' offices within the hospi- 
tal is to allow the physician to be close to 
his sickest patients, while reducing the 
amount of time physicians spend trav- 
eling from their office to the hospital ev- 
ery day, Alexian officials are hoping the 
convenience of in-hospital offices will 
lure doctors to the hospital — and keep 
them there. 


"The hospital hoped to increase the 


number of physicians with their primary 
commitment to Alexian Brothers," said 
Steve Skorcz, vice president of planning 
at the hospital. 


One of Skorcz' main concerns is that if 


the new hospitals go up, the short Supply 
of doctors to staff the hospital will be- 
come .even, thinner, as the physicians 
choose to go slsewhere, 


Alexian could be one of the hardest hit 


hospitals if the new facilities are built. 
Hospitals are tentatively planned for 
Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates, Glendale 
Heights and Addison. 


Many of (he doctors1 presently on the 


Alexian staff actually have their offices 
in Schaumburg at a large doctor's office 
complex, according to Skorcz. . 


THE NEW UfcBED satellite of Rusfa- 


Presbyterian-St. Luke's Medical Center 
planned for Schaumburg''could be very 
tempting, convenience-wise, to those doc- 


tors now commuting from their office in 
Schaumburg to Alexian Brothers. 


'Because of the high cost, only one of 


•the proposed three floors of doctors' suit- 
es will be ready when the addition to Ale- 
xian is completed this fall. According to 
Skorcz, plans call for the additional two 
floors to be completed on a schedule of 
one per year for the next two years. 
Eventually there will be 45 suites avail- 
able for doctors' offices. 


According to Skorcz, most hospitals 


have plans for doctors' wingsin their 
master building plans, but no Northwest 
suburban hospitals have built them yet. 
Only a few hospitals, one in Chicago and 
another in Evanston, have even started 
construction of a doctors' office wing. 


Besides increasing the number of doc- 


tors whose primary commitment will be 
to Alexian Brothers, Skorcz said it's also 
hoped the new facility will attract new 
physicians to the area. 


THERE APPEARS to be mixed reac- 


tions to the doctors' wing among area 
physicians, a majority of which favor the. 
convenience of being so near the hospi- 
tal. 


"It's the wave of the future," said one 


staff physician dt Alexian Brothers. "It 
will make us more productive and we'll 
be able to be near our sickest patients," 
added the physician who said he plans to 
move his practice to the hospital, which 
will cut his daily travel time up to one 
hour per day. 


THE HOSPITAL patient stands to 


benefit by having his doctor in the build- 
ing, according to the physicians. "I'make 
my hospital rounds once a day," he said. 
"Now I'M be able to look in on patients 
easier and won't have to walk out on an 
office full of patients to go to the hospi- 
tal. I'll be right,there," he added. 


Although the .amount of physicians' 


time saved may not seem like a great 
deal, it is important, according to the 
physician. "Anything that can increase 
our productivity is important," he said. 
"If each doctor in the country was 4 per 
cent more productive, it would mean the 
same thing as if 10,000 new doctors had 
been added to the country," he added. 


designs on paper by printing out letters 
in a programmed arrangement. The 
chess club at Conant also uses the com- 
puter to figure moves. 


CONANT USES a "mini-computer" for 


classroom purposes, says Lynn. The 
computer, made by Digital Equipment 
Corp. is about the size of a large suitcase 
and has a smaller memory capacity than 
a medium-sized computer. Students feed 
information into the computer by oper- 
ating the keyboard of a teletype ma- 
chine, which is connected by wire to the 
computer. 


Dist. 211 officials now are deciding 


whether to buy more mini-computers for 
the other four schools or purchase one 
large computer which would serve all 
five schools. They are also considering a 
cooperative agreement for computer uss 
with other schools in the area. Dist. 211 
now leases an IBM 1401 computer for 
administrative use but the medium size 
computer's capacity is not large enough 
to include student use. 


Lynn says the mini-computer does 


have the advantage of lower cost. There 
have been "dramatic price reductions" 
in the mini-computer, he says. When Co- 
nant bought its computer two years ago it 
cost about $5,000 but the same computer

says. He guessed that the price went 
down after the costs of experimenting 
with the new computer were absorbed 
and more companies put mini-computers 
on the market. 


LYNN SAID the students have enjoyed 


working with the computer and the 
course has been a popular one even 
among teachers. One teacher at Conant 
took the course last summer for her own 
enjoyment. 


While a student probably couldn't get a 


job as a computer operator after taking 
the course, "he would certainly have a 
foot in the door," says Lynn, and the 
amount of time he spends in computer 
training would probably be reduced.

Once upon a time the nation went to 


war and right there, waiting for the dog- 
faces and the flyboys and the sailors, 
was the USO. 


Donuts, talk with a girl, get some sta- 


tionery to write home, read a magazine, 
play checkers, sleep: it was all at the 
USO. 


And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps eching down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well, it was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGJ3 at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col. Arthur Gustafson, director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according'to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said. 


Col. Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at 
O'Hare." 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen, stay ing at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The glass-en- 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day.- 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing 
materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven'lf traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said.

Once the Andrews Sisters met them at 


the Stage Door Canteen. 


Once Bob Hope and Danny Kaye sang 


from the decks of ships or the bottom of 
foxholes for the Gls. 


Once upon a time the nation went to 


war and right there, waiting for the dog- 
faces and the flyboys and the sailors, 
was the USD. 


Donuts. talk with a girl, get some sta- 


tionery to write home, read a magazine, 
play checkers, sleep: it was all at the 
USO. 


And remember those television com- 


mercials? The ones with the lonely boot- 
steps eching down the street until final- 
ly the soldier turns into the USO and he 
gets a slice of back home served to him 
with his coffee? 


Well, It was nice, but now it looks pret- 


ty dim for the USO lounge at the nation's 
biggest airport; it's curtains for the USO 
at O'Hare. 


THE USO LOUNGE at O'Hare Airport 


will close in June unless the Chicago 
branch of the serviceman-oriented organ- 
ization can raise $32,000 to meet the costs 
of operation. 


Col, Arthur Gustafson, director of the 


USO of Chicago, said the airport facility 
is "on a day-to-day basis." 


"For the past two months, we've been 


able to keep it going because of money 
coming in," he said. "As long as we can 
maintain it, we're going to do it." 


The USO board of directors plans "to 


take another look in June — as long as 
we're able to finance it," he said. 


"If we're still in the hole in June, 


there's not much we can do but close the 
lounge," he said. 


THE FINANCIAL difficulties at the 


O'Hare facility are the direct result of 
money problems of the Chicago-area 
USO, according to Dorothy Conley, direc- 
tor of the lounge. She said the deficit in 
the 1973 fund-raising campaign is the 
"same amount needed at the airport." 


The USO is supported entirely by dona- 


tions from local community funds, citi- 
zens groups and individuals. The organi- 
zation receives no money from the feder- 
al government or the military. 


While the Chicago USO receives money 


from suburban community chests, the 
Chicago Crusade for Mercy donates its 
money to overseas USO clubs, Mrs. Con- 
ley said. 


Col, Gustafson said the O'Hare lounge 


is the "only one of its kind in the area." 
While there is a USO Club in downtown 


Chicago, it "can't fulfill the need at 
O'Hare.", 


The airport lounge was opened in Au- 


gust 1969 to provide a gathering place for 
servicemen staying at the airport during 
layovers between flights. The' glass-en-, 
closed area — located behind the Eastern 
Airlines ticket desk in Terminal Two — 
is open 9 a.m. to 11 p.m. daily. It serves 
up to 300 servicemen and dependents 
each day. 


THE FACILITY offers a "haven" for 


the traveling servicemen, including a 
couch, easy chairs and television set, ac- 
cording to Mrs. Conley. 


The staff provides refreshments do- 


nated by the community, playing cards, 
magazines, 
writing materials, 
table 


games, sewing kits and shoeshine kits, 
she added. The staff also compiles a list 


of doctors and religious services in the 
areas as well as advising servicemen on 
various problems. 


"We answer about 1,000 questions a 


day. A lot of these men haven't traveled 
much and don't know a lot about travel 
information," Mrs. Conley said. 


SEVERAL community groups and indi- , 


viduals are trying to raise the money 
necessary to keep the lounge open, ac- 
cording to Col. Gustafson. 


"I received a letter from one G.I. who 


used the lounge several times while he 
was in the service," he said. "He's get- 
ting together a group of veterans to raise 
some money — that, coming from the 
GI, tells the story." 


"This lounge really fills a need," Col. 


Gustafson added. "It does a great job — 
I'd hate to see it close."

Parks continue with plans 
for golf course on Nike site 


The Arlington Heights Park District is 


proceeding with its plans to build a golf 
Gourde on the site of the Arlington 
Heights Nike Base, despite the base's un- 
certain status. 


The park board of commissioners will 


select a final course design tonight from 
several to be presented by architect Da- 
vid Gill. 


The final deposition of the 75 Nike base 


acres and 32 acres formerly held by the 
Navy was clouded last week with an an- 
nouncement from Ft. Sheridan that the 
Army Reserve would attempt to have the 
entire 127 acres converted to a training 
center for reservists. John Tamravt, of 
the Ft. Sheridan public information of- 
fice, said the Army requested the Nike 
land in November and the Navy land in 
December, 


THE NIKE LAND was only recently 


axed from the federal budget and the 
Navy land is currently in the process of 


being declared surplus. According to re- 
ports, the Navy land already has gone 
unclaimed by branches of the armed 
forces, and the General Service Adminis- 
tration shortly will survey other federal 
agencies for takers. 


The deed to the Navy acreage now is 


In the real estate section of the Navy 
Engineering facility in Philadelphia. Ed 
O'Hanlan, of the real estate disposal sec- 
tion, said the deed has cleared all the 
branches of the military and shortly will 
be sent to the GSA for final disposition. 


O'Hanlan said, "We have the package 


just about ready to send to the GSA . . . 
It was screened through the department 
of defense and there were no takers." 


He added the deed should be forwarded 


"by the end of the month if all goes 
well." 


He said, however, it was within the po- 


wer of the GSA to grant title to the Navy 
acreage to the Army Reserve rather 
than the park district if they felt the 


Army had a greater overriding need foi 
the land 


KAY MULLER, park vice president 


said the acquisition of the entire Nike 
base was vital to the survival of the dis- 
trict. 


"The golf course is our only way out. It 


that door is slammed, all our options arc 
gone," she said. 


She said the revenues generated by a 


golf course would carry other less finan- 
cially successful park district projects 
and programs. She said without the mon- 
ey from a golf course, the district's fi- 
nancial plight would become almost un- 
bearable. 


She said the park district-owned Forest 


View Tennis Club would not begin pro- 
viding money for other projects for sev- 
eral years. 


"It's going to be 5 or 30 years before 


we see a nickel from the tennis club go- 
ing into general revenue funds," she 
said. 


Parents say Rand grades confusing

Tom Horndasch. a seventh-grader at 


ftaixl Junior High School in Arlington 
Heights, brought home his report card 
recently and showed it to his mother. 
For'that grading period he received a 
couple of "Gs" which represent "good" 
work. 


Nancy Horndasch also saw that along 


with her son's good marks, there were a 
few "N"s he received for effort, which 
meant he could have tried harder. 


At Rand Junior High School there were 


no "A"s. "B"s or "C"s. Instead students 
are evaluated for their progress in their 
work by marks of "G" for good, "V" for 
very good. "0" for outstanding and "N" 
for needs improvement. 


Nancy Horndasch is disenchanted with 


the grading system at Rand and so are 
some other parents who have children at- 
tending the school. They say the grading 
system is confusing and doesn't tell them 
how their children are doing in school 
and doesn't let children know where they 
stand in the classroom. 


A FEW OF THIS small group said they 


visited with school officials. The presi- 
dent of the Hand School PTA, Eileen Su- 


zak, said the parents did not approach 
the PTA even though it meets monthly. 


"To me those grades Tom got were 


like D's." said Mrs. Horndasch, "I asked 
him what he would do if those grades 
were D's. He told me he would work a 
lot harder. 


"This is where they (officials) are fail- 


ing the kids," she said, "They (children) 
don't know where they stand." 


The other three junior high schools in 


Arlington Heights, South, Thomas and 
Miner, retained the traditional methods 
of grading with "A"s, "B"s and "C"s. 
Rand broke away from the mode the last 
school year. 


"WE'HE CONCERNED about the indi- 


vidual, just as other schools are," said 
Ernest DeLaBruere, principal at Rand. 
"We're accomplishing the same objec- 
tives in a different way." 


Richard Schlott, president of the school 


board, said that board members are 
a ware-of the criticism that these parents 
have lodged. Meanwhile the board is 
studying the situation although Schlott 
declined to go into detail. 


DeLaBruere said that the personnel at 


Rand were interested in talking with par- 
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ents about their children and that the re- 
port cards were provided to enhance par- 
ent-teacher conference. 


This year the report cards are on three 


pages. Last year, when the new method 
of grading appeared, report cards with 
many pages were sent home with the 
children. 


"THEY WERE lengthier before and it 


was much more difficult to determine 
how your child was doing except foi 
"N"s, for needing improvement, and you 
know what that meant," said Joan Kluss 
mann, who is a board member for Ar- 
lington Heights School Dist. 25. 


The report cards were confusing to 


many parents last year before the school 
sent questionnaires out and asked for 
their opinions and suggestions, she said. 
The report cards have been modified, 


Mrs. Klussmann added that the report 


cards at Rand now indicates to her how 
her child is doing in school. She favors 
the grading of the child for his or her 
potential, as teachers claim to do, rather 
than by comparing the child to other stu- 
dents. 


Carolyn Grosch has a child attending 


.Rand and said she would like to see 
"A"s, "B"s and "C"s on her child's re- 
port card. 


"I'M A TRADITIONAL person," she 


said, "but I'm not saying it's right or 
wrong. I asked the principal, 'what's 
wrong with the traditional way?' " 


Mrs. Grosch said she was confused by 


the report cards and made an appoint- 
ment to see DeLaBruere. "I don't agree 
with him 100 per cent.

Old building may become 


spiffy 
new cafe, pub 


Plans for restoration of one of Ar- 


lington Heights' oldest buildings will 
be presented to the Arlington Heights 
Plan Commission Wednesday. 


Bill Dorsch and Allan MacFarlane 


will unveil plans for turning the old 
pool hall at 1 N. Vail Ave into a two- 
level restaurant and pub. According 
to their preliminary drawings, the 
building will have a restaurant on 
the main floor and a pub with sand- 
wiches in the basement. 


Dorsch and MacFarlane, who own 


Runyon's in Palatine, said they also 
hope to have an open-air eating and 
gallery area on the north and east 
sides of the building. 


They will need a special use permit. 


and a liquor license from the village 
as well as approval from the plan 
commission and the Village Board of 
Trustees. 


PLANS CALL FOR the exterior of 


the building to be restored and 
stained glass windows to be added. 
The interior will feature exposed 
brick walls and refinished original 
woodwork. A cobblestone floor in the 
basement will also be restored. 


Dorsch and MacFarlane said new 


electrical wiring and plumbing will 
be installed. 


In keeping with the restoration, the 


owners have said they have sought 
the aid of the Historical Society of 
Arlington Heights in acquiring fur- 
nishings representative of that period 
of early Arlington Heights. 


Two major hurdles Dorsch and 


MacFarlane 
must clear are the 


granting of a Liquor license and reso- 
lution of the parking problem. 


AT LEAST ONE village trustee 


has gone on record as opposing the 
granting of any new liquor licenses 
on Campbell Street. He said lie 


feared the street would become a 
mini honky-tonk strip. 


The building, presently, does not 


have enough parking spaces as re- 
quired in village ordinances. Some 
off-street parking could be provided 
on the sides of the building but this 
scheme would rule out plans for the 
outdoor restaurant. Other restau- 
rants in the past have paid added 
fees to compensate for inadequate 
parking. 


The building, one of the original

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Bratcher takes first steps 
to reorganize police force

Palatine Police Chief Jerry Bratcher 


has taken his first steps toward a reor- 
ganization of the Palatine Police Depart- 
ment. 


Bratchgr's 1974-75 budget request to 


the village board called for the allocation 
of funds for new police uniforms, addi- 
tional training, establishment of a crimi- 
nal investigation fund, appointment of a 
deputy chief and polygraph and psy- 
chological examinations for all incoming 
patrolmen. 


The village board, which assured Brat- 


cher he would have latitude In reorganiz- 
ing the department when he took over 
three weeks ago, tentatively approved all 
the budget requests at a budget review 
session on Sunday. 


BRATCHER TOLD the board he plans 


to reorganize the police department by 
function and eliminate the current watch 
command system. Instead of the four 
lieutenants each being assigned as watch 
commander of a shift, they would be as- 
siped to oversee a specific department. 
He explained this would provide for bet- 
ter accountability. 


The proposed deputy chief position 


would be a civil service exempt appoint- 
ment made by Bratcher from the ranks 
of the lieutenants. The deputy chief 
would receive a $1,000 stipend. The other 
three lieutenants would report to the de- 


puty chief who would then report to Brat 
cher. 


The lack of training was described by 


Bratcher as "the greatest weakness in 
the department." The board has ap- 
proved his request to raise the training 
allotment from the proposed $4,000 figure 
to $10,000. Bratcher emphasized this was 
not a true expenditure because many of 
the training programs are totally or par- 
tially reimbursable. Bratcher said he 
planned to try and get members of the 
police force placed in training programs 
both in and out of state. 


AN ADDITIONAL $1,000 was added to 


the Fire and Police Commission exam- 
ination budget at Bratcher's request so 
p o l y g r a p h and psychological exam- 
inations could be administered to all in- 
coming patrolmen. 


The uniform change from green to blue 


in color and a change in the color of 
squad cars is proposed to give the police 
department a new image and boost mo- 
rale within the department. 


The proposed uniform allowance of 


$12,500 was more than doubled so the pa- 
trolmen can get new uniforms. Instead of 
receiving a uniform allowance, the vil- 
lage will order all uniforms and the pa- 
trolmen will receive new uniforms as 
needed. This is expected to reduce the 
cost of the, uniforms and prevent the pa- 
trolmen from using their uniform allow- 
ance for other purposes. 


District 23 ivrapup 
Schools adopt 
1974-75 calendar 


The 1974-75 school term in Dist, 23 will begin Sept. 3 and 


run through June 17. The school board voted to adopt a calen- 
dar with these starting and closing dates at its meeting 
last week. 


Calendars with starting dates before Labor Day were re- 


jected because Supt. Edward Grodsky said the early opening 
presented problems with parents who still were on vacation. 


Special meeting delayed 


The Dist. 23 board has decided to delay a special meeting to 


discuss the possibility of annexing schools in the district to 
surrounding incorporated villages. All the schools in the dis- 
trict are in unincorporated Prospect Heights. 


The meeting to discuss the proposal has been delayed pend- 


ing the outcome of litigation seeking to incorporate Prospect 
Heights into a city. 


Board members discussed the annexation proposal last 


month when Alan Krinsky suggested the board consider the 
move so the schools could receive better police and fire ser- 
vice. 


The proposal drew criticism from the Prospect Heights 


Fire Department, which provides fire protection to the dis- 
trict. Fire department officials felt the proposal to annex to 
surrounding towns implied the Prospect Heights department 
was not capable of providing the district with proper protec- 
tion. 


"The board's position is not one of criticizing the Prospect 


Heights Fire Department," board president Melvin Lace said 
in response to the department's statement. "We know the 
department can be counted on when needed " 


Supt. Edward Grodsky added that the cooperation between 


the district and the department has been "excellent." 


The board turned down a request from 


Bratcher for funding of an additional pa- 
trolman but approved funds to hire a 
clerk-typist. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones said 


the additional patrolman is "still an open 
question" but Bratcher would have to 
come back to the board and justify the 
need at a later date before funds would 
be allocated. 


INVERNESS' three-year contract with 


the village for police protection expires 
in November and the board plans to take 
a close look at it before renewing the 
contract. If the contract is not renewed 
about five patrolmen would be freed for 
patrol In Palatine and the additional pa- 
trolman would probably not be necessary 
this year, Jones said. 


There are currently 27 patrolmen 


available for patrol in Palatine and In- 
verness. Bratcher explained when sick 
leave, holidays, vacations and training 
are accounted for there are only about 
four men available per shift in Palatine 
and Inverness. 


Bratcher proposed to assign the addi- 


tional patrolman to work with the youth 
officer and use the clerk-typist to free 
patrolmen who are currently doing cleri- 
cal work. " 


A $3,800 request for a new squad car 


and $10,000 request for membership in a 
crime laboratory were withdrawn from 
the police department budget request. 


The original budget request of $839,538, 


which was prepared prior to Jan. 21 
when Bratcher became chief, included 
funds for three additional patrolmen and 
a part-time clerk. The proposed police de- 
partment represents approximately 40 
per cent of the proposed $2 million gener- 
al fund budget. 


Final approval of the police' depart- 


ment budget will follow a public hear- 
ing on the budget which takes effect May 
1.
